fix,  and  also  to  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto.

Pursuant  to  the  foregoing  warrant  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Town  Meeting  Members  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth,  was  held  at 
the  Assembly  hall  of  the  High  School  this  Monday,  the  fifth  day 
•of  February,  1923.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7.45 
o’clock  in  the  evening  and  the  warrant  was  read  by  the  Town 
Clerk. 

Article  1.  Motion  made  by  J.  Leonard  Bicknell,  chairman  of 
the  Appropriation  Committee  That  there  be  appropriated  the 
•sum  of  Fifty  thousand  ($50,000)  dollars  to  be  raised  in  the  levy 
of  the  current  year  for  the  purpose  of  making  alterations  and 
improvements  to  the  Weymouth  High  School,  and  furnishing 
•equipment  made  necessary  by  such  alterations;  and  that  there  be 
appropriated  the  sum  of  Two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  ($250,- 
*000)  dollars  for  constructing,  originally  equipping,  and  furnish¬ 
ing  an  addition  to  the  present  building  of  the  Weymouth  High 
School,  such  additions  to  increase  the  floor  space  of  said  building, 
and  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Selectmen,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow  a  sum  not 
to  exceed  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  ($250,000)  dollars  and 
to  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  town  therefor,  said  bonds  or  notes 
to  be  payable  in  accordance  with  Section  19  of  Chapter  44  of  the 
•General  Laws,  so  that  the  whole  of  said  loan  shall  be  due  and 
payable  in  not  more  than  twenty  (20)  years  from  the  date  of 
issue  of  the  first  bond  or  note,  or  at  such  earlier  dates  as  the 
Treasurer  and  Selectmen  may  determine. 

And  also,  that  any  balance  of  the  appropriation  made  for 
the  alterations,  improvements,  and  equipment  for  said  school  not 
needed  for  such  purpose  shall  be  applied  to  the  addition  to  said 
-building  and  original  equipment  and  furnishing  therefor. 

And  further,  that  the  Committee  appointed  by  virtue  of  the 
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vote  of  the  town  passed  at  its  last  annual  meeting  be  and  hereby 
are  constituted  the  Committee  of  the  town  to  carry  out  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  this  vote. 

At  this  time  Mr.  Roland  H.  Haviland,  Benjamin  N.  Elis, 
James  I.  Peers,  Frederick  C.  Bauer  were  sworn  in  as  Town  Meet¬ 
ing  members  by  George  L.  Barnes,  Moderator.  Before  discuss¬ 
ing  the  motion  before  the  meeting,  Mr.  Frank  N.  Clapp  raised  a 
point  of  order  that  a  quorum  of  Town  Meeting  Members  was  not 
present. 

The  Moderator  appointed  William  A.  Hodges  and  John  E.. 
Mulligan  as  tellers  who  were  sworn  to  the  faithful  performance' 
of  their  duty.  On  a  count  of  the  members  present  the  tellers  re¬ 
ported  78,  the  Moderator  declared  a  quorum  not  present  and  the^ 
point  of  order  well  taken. 

Voted:  That  the  meeting  adjourn  to  meet  at  the  same' 

time  and  place  on  Monday,  Feoruary  12,  1923.

Mr.  Vaille  moved  that  the  subject  matter  of  this  article  be 
postponed  until  the  annual  town  meeting  1924.  This  question 
'was  declared  lost. 

The  amendment  offered  by  Mr.  Wallace  H.  Bicknell  was  de- 
•  dared  lost. 

The  original  question  was  put  before  the  Town  Meeting 
'members  and  was  declared  a  vote.  104  in  favor  and  4  in  the 
negative. 

122  Town  Meeting  Members  being  present  out  of  180 
oligible.

ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 

Pursuant  to  the  foregoing  warrant  the  annual  meeting  of 
-&he  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth  was  held  at  the  Odd 
.Fellows’  Opera  House,  East  Weymouth,  on  Monday,  March  5, 
1923.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7 :45  o’clock  in  the 
-evening  by  Hon.  George  L  Barnes,  Annual  Moderator,  who  di¬ 
rected  the  reading  of  the  warrant  by  the  Town  Clerk.  After 
reading  the  call  for  the  meeting,  it  was  voted:  “That  the  reading 
of  the  articles  in  the  warrant  be  omitted.”  The  Town  Clerk  then 
read  the  last  three  paragraphs  of  the  warrant  also  the  service  of 
the  Constable  who  served  the  warrant. 

Article  1.  Mr.  Thomas  P.  Vaille  moved  that  a  committee  be 
-appointed  to  retire  and  bring  in  a  list  of  minor  officers,  not  elected 
by  ballot,  including  an  Electric  Light  Committee  and  an  Appropri¬ 
ation  Committee.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth: 

1  herewith  submit  my  repoit  as  Town  Counsel  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1923. 

Un  January  1,  1923,  there  were  pending  against  the  Town 
the  following  suits: 

Harold  A.  Billings  for  damages  alleged  to  have  been  caused 
by  blasting  on  Front  btreet; 

Simon  Delorey  for  alleged  damages  to  mowing  land,  in  con¬ 
sequence  of  condition  of  street  drain; 

Gustavus  B.  Bates  for  alleged  damages  to  land  on  Pleasant 
Street,  in  consequence  of  street  drainage; 

Annie  W.  Bates  for  alleged  damages  to  property  on  Washing¬ 
ton  Street,  alleged  to  have  been  caused  by  the  shutting  off  of  the 
water  supply; 

County  Commissioners,  petition  for  apportionment  of  the 
cost  of  Monatiquot  River  Bridge. 

The  following  actions  have  been  brought  within  the  year: 

T  nomas  P.  Vaille  et  als  against  the  Town  in  an  action  to  re¬ 
strain  the  Town  from  carrying  out  a  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting  . 
authorizing  the  issue  of  bonds  and  notes  in  connection  with  the 
building  of  the  addition  to  the  High  School. 

Neilie  Wall  against  the  Town,  for  injuries  alleged  to  be  due 
to  an  alleged  defect  in  the  sidewalk  on  Broad  Street,  East  Wey- 
moutn. 

Charles  V.  Douse  vs  Weymouth  for  land  damages  for  the 
widening  of  Wessagusset  Road,  North  Weymouth. 

Mary  E.  Bessette  vs  Weymouth,  for  injuries  alleged  to  have 
been  received  through  an  alleged  defect  on  Broad  Street,  East 
Weymouth. 

Linda  F.  Whittemore  vs  Weymouth,  for  personal  injuries 
and  property  damage  alleged  to  have  been  received  through  an 
alleged  defect  on  Broad  Street,  Weymouth. 

The  cases  of  Billings,  Delorey,  Gustavus  B.  Bates  and  Annie 
W.  Bates  are  still  pending. 

Tne  action  of  County  Commissioners  for  the  apportionment 
of  cost  of  Monatiquot  River  Bridge,  has  been  heard  by  Commis¬ 
sioners  appointed  by  the  Superior  Court,  to  wit, — Hon.  Frederick 
H.  Chase,  Hon.  George  L.  Mayberry  and  Hon.  Fred  S.  Hall.  The 
total  cost  of  the  Bridge  together  with  charges  for  interest,  com¬ 
pensation  of  Commissioners,  reporting  testimony,  advertising  of 
hearings  was  $337,282.73,  of  which  cost,  the  sum  of  $44,316.29 
was  assessed  upon  the  Town  of  W^eymouth,  which  amount  is  a 
trifle  short  of  thirteen  and  one-half  (13Mj)  per  cent  of  the  whole. 
In  the  apportionment  of  the  cost  of  the  Weymouth  Fore  River 
Bridge  by  Commissioners,  Weymouth  was  assessed  ten  (10)  per 
cent  of  the  cost. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioners  was  confirmed  and  accepted 
by  the  Superior  Court,  and  an  appeal  and  exceptions  have  been 
filed  and  the  proceedings  are  now  in  the  process  of  preparation 
for  the  Supreme  Couit. 

In  the  nroceedings  brought  by  Vaille  and  others  above  re¬ 
ferred  to,  the  case  was  heard  by  Mr.  Justice  Crosby  of  the  Su- 


preme  Judicial  Court,  who  after  hearing,  made  a  memorandum 
of  findings  and  order  of  decree  dismissing  the  petition.  A  copy 
of  his  memorandum  of  findings  is  hereto  annexed. 

The  suits  of  Wall,  Douse,  Bessette  and  Whittemore  are  now 
pending  before  the  Superior  Court  at  Dedham. 

During  1923,  the  Town  was  represented  at  hearings  before 
the  Department  of  Public  Utilities,  on  a  petition  of  the  New  Haven 
Railroad  for  authority  to  increase  by  twenty  (20)  per  cent  the  price 
of  the  twelve  trip  ticket  within  the  fifteen  mile  zone  and  the 
monthly  commutation  ticket.  The  Town  with  other  communities 
within  the  fifteen  mile  zone  of  Boston,  were  represented  in  oppo¬ 
sition  to  the  petition.  The  Commission  after  hearing,  have,  al¬ 
lowed  the  petition  of  the  Railroad  on  the  finding  made  by  them 
that  the  twelve  trip  fifteen  mile  ticket  and  the  commutation  ticket 
were  not  bearing  a  just  proportion  of  the  cost  of  transportation. 
A  bill  has  been  presented  to  the  Legislature  by  certain  of  the  re¬ 
monstrants,  seeking  to  annul  said  order  of  the  Commission  allow¬ 
ing  said  petition.

.  THOMAS  P.  VAILLE  et  als  v.  THERON  L.  TIRRELL  et  als 

Findings  of  Fact,  Rulings  of  Law  and  Order  for  Decree 

This  is  a  petition  in  equity  brought  by  not  less  than  ten  tax¬ 
able  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth,  under  G.  L.  c.  40, 
sec.  53,  to  restrain  respondents  from  taking  any  action  under  a 
vote  passed  at  a  special  town  meeting  held  on  February  26,  1923, 
at  which  meeting  it  was  voted  to  appropriate  $50,000  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  making  alterations  and  improvements  in  the  high  school 
of  the  town  and  for  furnishing  equipment  therefor,  made  neces¬ 
sary  by  such  alterations,  and  at  which  meeting  it  was  also  voted 
that  $250,000  be  appropriated  for  constructing  and  furnishing  an 
addition  to  the  present  high  school  building.  It  was  also  voted 
at  said  meeting  to  authorize  the  treasurer  of  the  town,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  a  sum  not  exceeding  $250,- 
000  to  meet  said  appropriation  and  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  there¬ 
for,  payable  in  accordance  with  G.  L.  c.  44,  sec.  19. 

The  town  has  accepted  St.  1921,  c.  61,  and  was  acting  there¬ 
under  at  the  time  when  the  meeting  referred  to  in  the  bill  was 
held. 

Before  the  meeting  held  on  February  26  above  referred  to, 
a  meeting  was  held  on  February  12,  at  which  a  similar  vote  was 
passed  at  a  representative  town  meeting. 

At  the  meeting  held  on  February  26,  the  foregoing  measure 
was  submitted  to  the  voters  at  large  by  ballot  and  was  ratified 
and  adopted  by  1161  voting  “Yes”  and  810  voting  “No”. 

The  petitioners  allege  that  the  action  of  the  town  was  illegal 
for  the  following  reasons:  “(a)  That  the  ‘warrants  for  the  towm 
meeting  of  February  26,  1923,  were  not  posted’  seven  days  at 
least  before  the  date  fixed  for  the  meeting  as  required  by  section 
2 -of  the  by-laws  of  the  town.” 

It  appears  from  the  agreed  facts,  that  the  by-laws  provide 
“that  the  warrants  for  all  town  meetings  shall  be  posted  seven 
days  before  the  date  fixed  for  the  meeting”,  that  the  warrant  was 


duly  posted  by  a  constable  of  the  town  of  Weymouth  in  the  re¬ 
quired  number  of  precincts  in  said  Town  of  Weymouth,  on  the 
nineteenth  day  of  February,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
twenty-three,  then  follows  the  form  of  the  ballot,  appearing  on 
the  warrant,  which  form  is  printed  in  the  agreed  statement  of 
facts  under  “Referendum  Question”. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  and  rule  that  the  meeting  was  posted 
according  to  the  By-Laws. 

“(b)  That  the  ballot  submitted  at  said  meeting  was  not  in 
conformity  with  Section  8,  Chapter  61,  Acts  of  1921,  in  that  it 
carried  a  modifying  paragraph  which  did  not  appear  on  the 
clerk’s  record  of  the  previous  meeting.” 

I  find  and  rule  that  the  question  stated  on  the  ballot  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  voters  was  substantially  in  the  same  language  and 
form  in  which  it  was  stated  when  presented  to  the  representative 
town  meeting  by  the  moderator,  and  as  it  appears  upon  the  rec¬ 
ords  of  said  representative  town  meeting,  and  was  in  accordance 
with  St.  1921,  c.  61,  sec.  8. 

“(c)  That  the  resulting  vote  (1161  yes-810  no)  at  said 
meeting  was  not  the  necessary  two-thirds  required  by  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Laws  relating  specifically  to  municipal  finance  (Chapter  44, 
Sections  2  and  7).” 

I  rule  that  the  provisions  of  G.  L.  c.  44,  secs.  2,  7,  are  not 
applicable  to  the  vote  in  question  as  it  is  expressly  provided  by 
St.  1921,  c.  61,  sec.  8,  that  questions  submitted  under  that  statute 
shall  be  determined  “by  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  voters  at  large 
voting  thereon”. 

“(d)  That  members  of  the  appropriation  committee' which 
recommended  issuing  the  High  School  notes  or  bonds  were  not 
chosen  in  conformity  with  Section  5,  Chapter  61,  Acts  of  1921”. 

I  find  and  rule  that  the  members  of  the  appropriation  com¬ 
mittee  were  duly  appointed  in  accordance  with  section  1  of  article 
3  of  the  by-laws,  and  that  they  were  not  appointed  contrary  to 
St.  1921,  c.  61,  sec.  5. 

As  it  does  not  appear  that  there  was  any  illegality  in  the 
matters  set  forth  in  the  petition,  it  is  to  be  dismissed  and  a  final 
decree  is  to  be  entered  accordingly.

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth: 

At  the  Annual  Town  Election  held  March  12th,  1923,  the 
following1  were  elected:  Selectmen,  William  B.  Dasha,  Theron 
L.  Tirrell,  Annie  S.  Lynch,  Winslow  M.  Tirrell  and  Alfred  W. 
Hastings. 

The  Board  met  on  the  morning  of  March  13th  and  organized 
with  choice  of  Theron  L.  Tirred  Chairman  and  Alfred  W. 
Hastings,  Clerk. 

On  March  26th  Mr.  Hastings  found  that  his  health  would 
not  allow  him  to  perform  the  increasing  duties  required  by  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board,  resigned  and  Winslow  M.  Tirrell  was  elected 
Clerk. 

At  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Water  Commissioners  and  Select¬ 
men,  Emerson  R.  Dizer  was  chosen  Accountant. 

The  duties  of  the  Selectmen  are  becoming  more  and  more 
arduous  and  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  some  one  of  the  Select¬ 
men  be  at  the  Town  Office  all  of  the  time. 

The  year  1923  has  been  a  notable  one  for  Weymouth,  being 
the  first  year  of  our  new  century  and  if  we  read  the  history  back 
for  the  last  three  hundred  years  we  find  that  Weymouth  has  had 
many  battles  to  fight  and  always  conquered  and  now  stands 
forth  as  one  of  the  best  towns  in  the  State. 

The  building  boom  the  last  year  has  been  far  in  excess  of  any 
year  in  the  history  of  the  town,  as  the  reports  of  the  Assessors 
show  a  gain  of  over  eight  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  taxable 
property,  and  1924  will  surely  exceed  that  figure. 

The  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company  having  purchased 
all  the  property  near  the  Quincy  Bridge  in  Weymouth,  have  made 
a  wonderful  start  in  the  new  plant  and  when  completed  will  be 
one  of  the  largest  distributing  plants  of  electricity  in  the  country. 

This  work  is  being  done  by  Stone  &  Webster,  Contractors  of 
Boston,  and  the  business  dealings  that  we  have  had  with  Mr. 
Knight,  the  Gen.  Supt.,  have  been  most  pleasing. 

We  welcome  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company  to 
Weymouth  and  hope  that  our  relations  will  be  mutual. 

TOWN  HISTORY 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  it  was  voted  to  have  a  Town 
History  printed  and  the  sum  of  $8500.00  was  raised  and  appro¬ 
priated  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen.  Af¬ 
ter  advertising  for  sealed  bids  the  contract  was  awarded  to  Wright 
&  Potter  of  Boston. 

Mr.  Howard  H.  Joy  was  appointed  a  committee  to  read  the 
proof  and  make  such  changes  as  were  necessary. 

The  books  should  be  ready  the  early  part  of  1924.  (See  Re¬ 
port  of  Committee). 

GUIDE  BOARDS 

We  recommend  a  suitable  amount  of  money  to  be  raised  and 
appropriated  for  Guide  Boards,  as  a  great  many  are  needed  and 
the  statutes  require  it. 
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STATE  ROAD 

At  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Braintree  and  Weymouth  Select¬ 
men  action  was  taken  and  committee  appointed  to  meet  the 
County  Commissioners  and  preliminary  steps  taken  to  connect 
Columbian  Street  as  a  State  Highway  through  Braintree  to  Boston. 

MONATIQUOT  RIVER  BRIDGE 

The  payment  of  this  bridge  has  been  held  up  for  some  time 
and  that  the  people  may  fuliy  understand  the  situation  we  quote 
you  a  letter  from  our  Town  Counsel.

MONATIQUOT  RIVER  BRIDGE 

Gentlemen : 

The  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  Superior  Court  of  Nor¬ 
folk  County  determined  that  Weymouth’s  share  of  the  cost  of  the 
above  bridge  is  $44,316.29. 

The  case  is  still  pending.  The  exceptions  of  the  County  of 
Plymouth  and  the  Eastern  Mass.  Street  Railway  Company  have 
not  as  yet  been  allowed,  and  when  allowed  the  case  will  then  go 
to  the  Supreme  Court  for  decision.  I  apprehend  that  it  will 
reach  the  Supreme  Court  at  the  April  sitting  and  that  a  final  de¬ 
cision  may  be  obtained  during  the  next  Spring  or  early  Summer. 

The  award  will  carry  interest,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  Wey¬ 
mouth  should  be  in  a  position  to  pay  its  proportion  speedily  after 
the  final  decision  is  reached,  and  for  this  purpose  an  article  should 
be  inserted  in  the  warrant,  the  form  of  which  article  I  herewith 
enclose. 

In  preparation  of  this  case  for  hearings  before  the  Commis¬ 
sioners,  the  Counsel  for  the  County  of  Norfolk,  City  Solicitor  of 
Quincy,  Town  Counsel  of  Braintree  and  myself  had  a  meeting,  at 
which  we  discussed  the  methods  of  preparation  of  the  case, 
the  facts  to  be  produced  before  the  Commissioners  and  agreed  to 
participate  jointly  in  the  preparation  and  presentation  of  the  case 
before  the  Commissioners,  the  interests  being  similar.  It  was 
there  decided  to  summon  in  other  counties  and  municipalities  in 
an  effort  to  show  that  they  were  specially  benefited  by  the 
bridge  and  should  be  assessed  part  of  the  cost  thereof. 

It  became  necessary  to  have  various  tallies  made  of  traffic 
crossing  the  bridge.  There  were  in  all  five  tallies  made,  of  periods 
of  one  week  each  in  different  seasons  of  the  year.  It  also  be¬ 
came  important  to  have  an  industrial  survey  made  of  Plymouth 
County,  to  show  the  importance  of  the  bridge  to  that  county  and 
the  cities  and  towns  therein.  Tallies  with  their  detailed  reports 
and  the  industrial  survey  and  reports  took  considerable  time  and 
considerable  expense. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Counsel  above  mentioned,  it  was  ap¬ 
parent  that  considerable  outlay  would  have  to  be  made  to  properly 
prepare  the  case,  and  it  was  agreed  that  such  cash  outlay  would 
be  made  initially  by  the  County  of  Norfolk  and  apportioned 
among  the  County,  the  City  of  Quincy,  Town  of  Braintree  and 
Weymouth. 
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The  County  of  Norfolk  agreed  to  assume  one-third  of  the  ex¬ 
pense;  the  other  two-thirds  to  be  divided  between  Quincy,  Brain¬ 
tree  and  Weymouth. 

The  total  cash  outlay  paid  by  the  County  of  Norfolk  for  the 
purposes  of  preparation  of  the  evidence  was  $4,728.30,  of  which 
the  County  of  Norfolk  assumes  $1,576.26  and  the  remaining  two- 
thirds  was  apportioned  between  Quincy,  Braintree  and  Weymouth, 
consistent  with  their  proportions  under  the  award  made  by  the 
Commissioners,  and  Weymouth’s  proportion  of  that  expense  paid 
by  the  County  is  $1,016.15.  Quincy’s  proportion  was  $1,196.70 
and  Braintree  $939.19. 

In  additon  to  the  time  consumed  in  preparation  of  the  case, 
there  were  twenty-one  days  spent  in  the  trial  of  the  case  before 
the  Commissioners,  and  since  the  trial  and  the  award  we  have  had 
hearings  before  the  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court  on  objections 
and  exceptions  to  the  award  and  motions  to  recommit  the  same  to 
the  Commissioners,  all  of  which  motions  were  disallowed  by  the 
Superior  Court.  , 

In  addition  to  the  trial  of  the  case,  we  presented  a  bill  to  the 
Legislature,  seeking  to  have  the  Commonwealth  assume  a  part  of 
the  cost,  on  the  ground  that  for  all  practical  purposes  the  bridge 
was  a  part  of  the  State  highway.  In  this  petition  to  the  Legis¬ 
lature  all  of  the  Counsel  joined,  but  the  Legislature  refused  to 
grant  us  the  relief  asked. 

Weymouth’s  proportion  of  the  total  cost  amounts  to  thirteen 
and  one-eighth  (13%)  per  cent.  Weymouth’s  proportion  of  the 
cost  of  the  Fore  River  Bridge  was  ten  (10)  per  cent.

REPORT  OF  THE  OVERSEERS  OF  THE  POOR 

The  year  1923  has  shown  a  slight  decrease  in  our  poor  ac¬ 
count  and  we  are  having  but  very  few  unemployed  applying  for 
aid.  Most  of  our  help  has  been  given  in  cases  of  sickness  and  to 
the  aged. 

Owing  to  the  scarcity  of  coal  in  the  early  part  of  the  year, 
it  was  a  great  effort  to  supply  the  needy,  but  that  problem  is  now 
solved. 

We  are  having  an  unusual  number  of  cases  with  settlement 
in  other  places  and  to  prove  a  settlement  in  some  instances  has 
been  quite  a  conundrum.

The  State  only  allows  forty-eight  hours  in  which  to  notify 
them  and  we  must  prove  that  the  person  has  not  lived  in  Wey¬ 
mouth  continuously  for  five  years. 

In  November  we  advertised  for  a  Supt.  and  Matron  for  our 
Home  and  engaged  Barrett  T.  Wheeler  and  wife  who  came  highly 
recommended,  having  had  fifteen  years’  experience  along  this 
line.  They  were  engaged  for  one  year  from  Dec.  1,  1923,  at  a 
salary  of  $1200  per  year. 

On  Dec.  19th  the  building  was  opened  to  the  public  for  in¬ 
spection  and  on  Dec.  22nd  we  moved  our  inmates  from  Braintree. 
They  accepted  the  change  with  pleasure  and  seemed  to  feel  that 
their  comfort  was  assured.  Christmas  night  the  inmates  enjoyed 
a  Christmas  Tree,  arranged  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wheeler  and  the 
Overseers  of  the  Poor  and  we  wish  to  thank  at  this  time  all  who 
contributed  articles  for  the  same. 

We  have  at  present  in  the  Home  ten  inmates,  seven  men  and 
three  women 

The  Farm  was  leased  May  1  to  Maurice  Fitzgerald  for  one 
year  at  $550.00.

Mr.  Harold  Field  Kellogg  was  hired  as  Architect  and  under 
advice  of  our  Town  Counsel  the  plans  were  modified  and  the 
building  was  erected  on  the  old  site. 

The  contract  was  awarded  to  C.  C.  Temple  Company  of 
Boston. 

The  building  is  completed  with  the  exception  of  a  few 
minor  details  and  appropriation  will  cover  everything  that  is 
needed  for  the  present.

REPORT  OF  VISITOR  FOR  THE  OVERSEERS  OF  THE  POOR 

During  the  year  1923  I  have  spent  one  day  a  week  in  Wey¬ 
mouth  for  the  purpose  of  visiting  families  who  had  either  applied 
for  aid  or  were  receiving  aid. 

In  all  some  208  calls  have  been  made  in  the  different  parts 
of  the  town  besides  numerous  telephone  and  written  communica- 


tions;  11  calls  were  made  outside  the  town  in  connection  with 
families  aided  in  Braintree,  Brockton,  Quincy,  North  Reading, 
Rockland  and  Saugus. 

Once  during  the  year  it  was  possible  to  meet  with  the  full 
Board  at  a  special  meeting.  However,  at  each  regular  meeting, 
the  Board  has  had  in  hand  a  detailed  written  report  of  all  calls 
and  contacts  made  during  the  week.  These  have  usually  included 
some  recommendation  made  as  a  result  of  information  gained  in 
calling  and  made  with  the  idea  of  insuring  adequate  aid  for  those 
obliged  to  seek  aid  or  of  guiding  towards  their  self-support  and 
independence  as  early  as  possible. 

It  was  gratifying  to  me  to  be  granted  a  leave  of  absence  for 
two  Thursdays  that  I  might  attend  the  50th  annual  conference  of 
Social  Work  at  Washington  in  May;  also  to  be  sent  as  a  delegate 
from  the  Board  to  the  State  conference  of  Social  Work  held  at 
Fall  River  on  October  31st.

Gentlemen : 

Herein  please  find  my  report  of  Moth  work  for  the  past  year. 
In  regard  to  the  gypsy  moth  we  find  conditions  much  better  than 
they  were  a  few  years  ago,  but  still  find  them  scattered  over  the 
whole  town.  The  Brown  Tail  Moth,  which  for  some  years 
seemed  to  be  well  under  control,  now  seems  to  be  taking  a  new 
lease  of  life,  as  we  have  cut  several  thousands  this  season,  nearly 
all  of  which  have  been  on  pear  trees,  so  I  advise  that  all  pear 
trees  be  sprayed.  In  regard  to  our  equipment,  both  sprayers 
need  repairs.  The  old  one  of  which  I  spoke  in  my  report  last 
year,  was  so  bad  and  out  of  date,  that  while  I  started  early  and 
kept  after  the  repair  men,  I  could  not  get  it  until  the  season 
was  over  and  on  trial  it  showed  that  more  work  needed  to  be 
done  on  it.  According  to  present  advices  it  looks  as  though 
our  Arsenate  of  Lead  and  other  supplies  will  cost  fully  as  much 
as  last  year.

Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  and  for  the  year 
1923  during  which  normal  conditions  have  existed  in  my  line  of 
work.  I  would  say  that  the  increased  number  of  gasoline  pumps 
and  stores  has  increased  the  sealing  fees  to  a  much  larger  amount 
than  last  year. 

I  also  want  to  call  to  your  attention  again  Secs.  96  &  99, 
Chap.  94  General  Laws  as  amended  by  Chap.  355  Acts  of  1922 
which  requires  all  fruit,  nuts  and  vegetables  sold  at  retail  by 
avoirdupois  weight  or  numerical  count.  Only  articles  sold  by  dry 
measuie  today  are  clams  and  oysters  in  the  shell. 

One  other  thing  I  wish  to  bring  to  your  attention  is  the  wood 
question ;  that  is  when  you  buy  a  cord  of  wood  whether  in  four 
foot  lengths  or  stove  lengths  you  should  get  128  cubic  feet  of 
wood  or  if  half  a  cord  64  cubic  feet,  now  if  you  do  not  think  you 
are  getting  this  amount  from  the  wood  dealer  give  me  a  call  and 
I  will  come  and  straighten  you  out  and  see  that  you  do  get  128 
cubic  feet  of  wood  to  the  cord. 

During  the  year  25  Fish,  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Licenses  were 
granted  at  $10.00  each.  Junk  Licenses  granted  10  at  $25.00 

each. 

Four  convictions  were  made  during  the  year.  Peddling  with¬ 
out  licenses  two  paid  fines  of  $5.00  and  $10.00  each.  One  con¬ 
viction  begging  and  a  vagabond  case  was  dismissed  and  placed  on 
file.

PARK  COMMISSIONERS’  REPORT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Beals  Park 

The  grounds  have  been  well  cared  for  and  the  lawns  mowed 
once  a  week  all  summer,  the  upper  part  of  the  park  around  the 
band  stand  raked  up  of  the  stones  and  was  given  a  coat  of  tarvia 
oil  which  kept  the  dust  down  making  it  more  pleasant  and  cleaner 
during  the  lawn  parties  and  band  concerts.  The  hedges  were 
trimmed  and  considerable  dirt  which  was  taken  from  the  pond 
graded  off  in  the  lower  part  of  the  park  and  seeded  down,  geran¬ 
iums  were  set  out  in  the  flower  beds,  also  equipment  cared  for 
and  a  new  slide  purchased,  hedge  bushes  were  nought  and  will  be 
set  out  next  spring  along  the  southerly  side  of  the  pond.

Great  Hill  Park 

In  previous  years  the  park  commissions  have  had  very  little 
to  report  on  this  park;  but  we  are  g*ad  to  say  that  we  have  some¬ 
thing  this  year.  Since  the  tercentenary  celebration  last  June 
with  The  dedication  of  the  tablet  and  the  hoisting  of  the  Stars  and 
Stripes  to  the  topmast  of  the  flag  staff  at  the  top  of  Great  Hill 
this  beautiful  park  spot  has  come  to  be  a  very  popular  park  to 
the  towns-people  and  sight-seers  of  which  commands  such  a 
beautful  view. 

Now  as  we  all  know  that  the  best  parade  that  ever  marched 
through  the  streets  of  Weymouth  was  mobilized  on  and  around 
this  park  that  being  the  day  when  Great  Hill  Park  was  for  the 
first  time  before  the  people  of  Weymouth  and  has  continually 
been  used  as  a  public  park  since  and  with  the  good  road  leading 
up  to  the  park  has  made  it  more  accessible  and  pleasure  to  auto 
drivers,  a  road  has  also  been  started  on  the  park  grounds  going  up 
circling  the  tablet  and  flag-staff  and  joinin'?  the  main  road  again, 
we  hoped  to  have  had  this  road  completed  this  last  year;  but  owing 
to  the  lack  of  funds  would  not  permit  it;  but  hope  to  see  it  finished 
in  the  early  spring  and  have  as  good  a  road  on  the  park  grounds 
as  Bradley  Road. 
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We  also  hope  to  keep  the  Stars  and  Stripes  flying  from  the 
flag-staff  there  this  coming  summer  as  we  did  this  past  summer, 
for  it  was  a  beautiful  sight  to  see  our  flag  still  there  as  you  went 
up  Bradley  road  or  from  Wessagussett  or  from  down  on  Wey¬ 
mouth  Back  River  for  the  flag  could  be  seen  for  miles  around. 

The  park  commissioners  have  another  object  in  view  this 
year  and  that  is  to  purchase  some  land  for  park  purposes  adjoin¬ 
ing  Great  Hill  Park  on  the  northerly  side  to  the  water  front  now 
owned  by  Mr.  Bradley  which  he  will  now  sell,  we  do  not  want  the 
beautiful  view  of  which  we  have  now  obstructed  by  houses  being 
built  next  to  the  park  grounds,  so  look  for  the  article  in  the  war- 
ant  and  stand  behind  us. 

Lovell’s  Corner  Playground 

The  Lovell’s  Corner  Playground  has  added  to  its  equipment 
this  year  six  swings  with  substantial  frames  and  roller  bearings 
which  if  taken  care  of  will  last  for  years.  A  giant  stride  of  the 
same  quality  has  been  great  exercise  for  the  girls  as  well  as  the 
boys. 

We  have  put  a  backstop  on  the  baseball  diamond  fifty  feet 
long  and  fifteen  feet  high  of  2  14  inch  pipe  covered  with  heavy 
Page  wire. 

A  heavy  Page  wire  fence  has  been  put  up  on  the  south  side 
of  the  field.  The  entrance  is  marked  by  a  steel  sign  with  iron 
post,  and  road  to  entrance  has  been  partially  made. 

The  Lovell’s  Corner  Improvement  Association  provided  an 
instructor  in  play  Wednesday  afternoons  during  summer. 

The  Fourth  of  July  celebration  was  held  on  the  field  with 
the  usual  success. 

There  never  was  a  time  when  there  was  as  much  need  of 
playgrounds,  with  the  great  amount  of  traffic  the  children  must 
be  kept  off  the  streets. 

Webb  Park 

Convenience  Station  had  some  work  done  on  the  inside. 

A  slide,  teeter  board  and  swing  were  purchased  for  the  Park. 
The  baseball  diamond  was  loamed,  the  backstop  repaired  and  the 
general  care  of  the  grounds  attended  to. 

The  unsightly  dump  near  the  railroad  track  was  partially 
covered  with  gravel  as  far  as  our  appropriation  would  permit. 

We  think  that  three  permanent  electric  lights  should  be 
placed  on  the  park  as  a  factor  of  safety. 

We  would  recommend  at  least  the  same  amount  as  was  ap¬ 
propriated  last  year.

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The  Board  organized  in  March  electing  George  E.  Emerson, 
Chairman;  F.  L.  Doucett,  Cerk;  and  John  S.  Williams,  Agent. 

Geo.  B.  Bay'ey  was  appointed  inspector  of  milk  and  dairies, 
also  of  slaughtering  and  slaughter  houses. 

Frank  Fay  was  granted  a  'icense  to  slz"gv*er 

J.  E.  Ludden  was  appointed  inspector  of  plumbing  and  Geo. 
Marshall  deputy  inspector. 

During  the  year  the  health  of  the  community  has  been  very 
good,  there  having  been  no  severe  epidemics  except  an  epidemic 
of  diphtheria  in  the  ear’y  fall  which  ^as  soon  checked,  and  an 
epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  of  a  very  mild  type. 

During  the  year  47  nuisances  were  investigated,  most  of 
which  we  were  able  to  abate.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Electric  Light  Committee  respectfully  submit  the  follow¬ 
ing  report: 

The  sum  of  $17,300.00  was  raised  and  appropriated  at  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  held  on  March  5,  1923,  for  electric  street 
lighting 

The  present  number  of  lights  are  as  folows  910,  40  c  .p.; 
7,  60  c.  p.;  9,  80  c.  p.;  10,  100  c.  p. ;  22,  250  c.  p.;  Columbian  Sq. 
4,  100  c.  p.  and  Jackson  Sq.  6,  250  c.  p. 

With  the  present  number  of  lights  it  will  cost  $17,261.64 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  committee  recommends  that  at  least  30  new  40  c.  p. 
lights  will  be  required  for  the  immediate  future,  we  also  recom¬ 
mend  that  the  lighting  of  Broad  Street  from  Central  Square  to 
Commercial  Square,  should  be  increased  in  size  of  lamps  from 
60  c.  p.  to  100  c.  p.  we  also  see  the  need  of  additional  light  on 
Bridge  St.  from  Quincy  Bridge  to  Neck  St.;  this  could  be  accom¬ 
plished  by  increasing  the  c.  p.  of  lamps  from  40  c.  p.  to  60  c.  p. 
In  view  of  these  needed  changes  we  feel  that  we  would  recommend 
that  the  sum  of  $17,800.00  be  appropriated. 

With  regret  we  announce  the  death  of  Walter  W.  Pratt,  who 
has  been  a  faithful  member  of  the  committee  for  eighteen  years.

REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  ENGINEER 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth: 
Gentlemen  :- 

I  submit  herewith  my  seventeenth  annual  report  on  the  town 
survey  work,  with  a  summary  of  other  surveying  or  engineering 
work  done  in  1923. 

The  present  town  survey  work,  so-called,  has  been  explained 
in  considerable  detail  in  previous  reports  covering  the  last  five 
years,  and  each  subsequent  report  must  in  consequence  be  largely 
a  repetition  of  what  has  already  been  written. 

The  main  object  of  this  work  is  the  proper  maintenance  of 
the  system  of  assessors  sheets,  now  in  use,  covering  the  entire 
town.  These  sheets  show  the  location,  area,  taxable  buildings 
and  owners  of  all  lands,  in  so  far  as  it  is  possible  to  obtain  same 
from  the  records,  from  surveys,  or  from  any  other  available  source 
of  information;  they  are  revised  to  April  first  of  each  year  and  a 
new  and  complete  set  of  prints  then  taken  and  furnished  the 
Assessors. 

Although  the  new  buildings  are  not  located  until  April  first, 
and  the  final  owners  of  many  parcels  cannot  be  determined  until 
that  date,  it  is  the  intention,  if  possible,  to  have  the  revised  prints 
to  April  1,  1924,  ready  for  the  Assessors’  use  about  July  1,  1924. 

Owing  to  increases  in  costs  of  materials,  transportation  and 
labor,  the  appropriation  of  $1,500.00  the  last  few  years  has  not 
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been  quite  sufficient  to  do  the  work  in  the  time  desired,  and  I 
would  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $1,650.00  for  the  year 
1924. 

The  past  year,  as  in  1922,  the  transfers  were  entered  in  red 
on  the  sheets  at  the  Assessors’  office  for  their  use  pending-  the  re¬ 
ceipt  of  the  new  (revised)  prints. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  year,  as  stated  above,  to  furnish  the 
final  revised  prints  showing  the  new  buildings,  as  welll  as  the 
transfers,  for  the  early  use  of  the  assessors. 

There  were  about  950  deeds  recorded  during  1923,  or  ap¬ 
proximately  100  in  excess  of  any  former  year  and  about  150  more 
than  during  each  of  the  two  preceding  years.  In  many  cases  a 
deed  or  transfer  conveys  more  than  one  parcel  of  land. 

The  expense  of  the  town  survey  work  was  increased  by  this 
larger  number  of  transfers  to  consider,  survey  in  part  in  some  in¬ 
stances,  plot,  and  enter  on  the  sheets;  and  as  this  condition  of 
increased  transfers  existed  in  other  towns  causing  a  delay  at  the 
registry  in  having  deeds  and  plans  sent  to  be  recorded  typewritten 
and  copied  for  binding  in  the  record  books,  the  tendency  was  to 
increase  the  expense  of  the  work  done  there. 

There  were  about  200  new  houses  located  and  entered  on  the 
sheets  the  past  year;  and  probably  about  one  half  that  number 
additional,  garages  and  smaller  buildings,  all  taxable  property. 

Each  year  some  progress  is  made  in  eliminating  obscure  or 
missing  boundary  lines,  or  unknown  owners,  this  result  sometimes 
being  accomplished  from  information  obtained  in  makng  private 
surveys  and  sometimes  from  help  afforded  by  interested  citizens. 

In  some  cases  deeds  many  years  old  are  finally  recorded  on 
account  of  a  recent  sale  of  land  and  the  correct  owner  thus  re¬ 
vealed. 

Various  prints  of  the  town  survey  sheets  have  been  sold  by 
me  for  the  town  during  the  past  year  netting  a  small  profit  to  the 
town. 

No  appropriation  for  setting  street  bounds  was  made  last 
year.  I  understand  that  your  Board  is  to  insert  an  article  in  the 
coming  warrant  asking  for  an  appropriation  of  $300.00  for  this 
work.  I  think  this  is  necessary  and  important  as  the  new  streets 
at  least  ought  to  be  marked  by  permanent  bounds  at  the  time  they 
are  accepted. 

A  system  of  bench  levels  throughout  the  town  is  desirable 
and  should  receive  attention  when  the  town  feels  able  to  give  it 
consideration. 

One  of  the  most  important  and  immediate  needs  that  has 
come  to  my  attention  the  past  year  is  the  preparation  of  a  set  of 
street  numbering  plans.  There  have  been  endless  calls  for  the 
proper  number  of  houses,  both  new  and  old,  in  all  parts  of  the 
town.  These  have  come  in  the  form  of  letters,  telephone  calls 
and  otherwise,  from  owners,  insurance  agents,  and  others  inter¬ 
ested.  Quite  a  few  of  these  were  given,  but  the  work  and  ex¬ 
pense  of  assigning  an  individual  number  in  some  cases  was  pro¬ 
hibitive. 

As  routine  work  common  in  all  towns,  the  following  summary 
covers  in  a  general  way  the  major  part  of  that  done  during  1923. 

Surveys  and  plans  for  hearings  on  petitions  for  new  streets; 
layout  plans  and  descriptions  of  streets  recommended  to  the  town 
for  acceptance;  taking  profiles,  establishing  grades,  staking  line 
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and  giving  grades  for  permanent  sidewalk  and  curb  construction; 
staking  street  lines  adjacent  abuttors  when  so  instructed  by  your 
Board;  survey  of  easement  for  a  town  drain;  testing  buildings  on 
River  Street  to  determine  encroachment  into  street;  giving  grades 
for  gutter;  lowering  street  bound  on  Pond  Street  so  that  location 
of  street  line  should  not  be  lost  in  the  grading  of  abutting  land; 
establishing  line  and  grade  and  marking  same  by  stakes  for  the 
continuation  of  Bradley  Road  as  a  park  drive  to  the  summit  of 
Great  Hill  Park;  examination  of  the  site  of  various  alleged  acci¬ 
dents;  examination  of  street  line  as  shown  on  various  plans  filed 
at  the  land  court  for  registration,  with  a  report  to  your  Board  or 
to  the  town  counsel  in  the  last  two  mentioned  matters. 

There  has  been  considerable  permanent  sidewalk  construc¬ 
tion  (granolithic  or  tar  concrete)  and  curb  work  throughout  the 
town  during  1923,  and  in  addition  to  giving  lines  and  grades  for 
same,  as  noted  above,  measurements  of  the  finished  work  were 
taken,  and  schedules  showing  the  amount  adjacent  each  abuttor 
furnished  the  Supt.  of  Streets,  and  also  the  Assessors,  for  their 
use  in  the  apportionment  of  cost  between  the  town  and  the 
abuttor. 

As  heretofore  in  closing  I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  your 
Board,  to  other  town  officials,  and  to  the  citizens  of  Weymouth 
for  assistance  rendered  and  for  courtesy  shown  to  me  and  to  my 
assistants  in  our  work  for  and  throughout  the  town.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  TOWN  FOREST 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth: 

The  undersigned  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  a  town  forest  have  met  and  both  individually  and  as  a 
committee  have  given  careful  study  to  the  matter. 

The  subject  of  town  forests  is  one  that  is  receiving  increasing 
attention  in  up-to-date  towns  in  Massachusetts.  Fitchburg,  Wal¬ 
pole,  Brookline  and  Petersham  were  among  the  first  municipal¬ 
ities  to  establish  such  forests  and  the  experience  in  the  towns 
which  have  established  forests  is  such  as  to  encourage  other  towns 
to  follow  their  example.  At  the  present .  time  some  twenty-five 
towns  have  forests  established  or  in  process  of  establishment,  and 
eighty  or  ninety  more  are  taking  steps  looking  toward  such  estab¬ 
lishment.  The  committee  is  convinced  that  a  town  forest  would 
be  an  advantage  to  Weymouth  both  from  an  economic  and  an 
aesthetic  point  of  view.  There  are  towns  in  Europe,  which  up  to 
the  time  of  the  World  War,  paid  their  entire  expenses  from  the 
profits  of  the  communal  forest,  and  in  addition  the  inhabitants 
received  substantial  cash  dividends  instead  of  tax  bills.  Al¬ 
though  Weymouth  cannot  hope  even  to  approach  that  condition, 
yet  a  carefully  managed  town  forest  would  be  of  advantage  to 
the  town  in  several  ways,- 

(a)  The  actual  income  from  the  forest  after  the  wood  or 
timber  had  become  ripe  for  cutting  would  provide  a  substantial 
contribution  to  the  finances  of  the  town. 

(b)  As  work  in  a  forest  can  be  done  at  any  season  of  the 
year,  the  town  forest  would  offer  an  opportunity  to  employ  cer¬ 
tain  town  employees  productively,  at  times  when  the  town  might 
have  no  other  work  for  them. 

(c)  Proper  exploitation  of  the  forest  would  offer  material 
assistance  in  our  problems  of  poor  relief. 

(d)  The  forest  would  be  of  value  for  instructional  purposes 
in  the  agricultural  department  of  our  High  School. 

(e)  The  existence  of  a  well  managed  town  forest  would  act 
as  an  incentive  to  owners  of  private  property  to  forest  their  own 
waste  lands. 

(f)  If  a  considerable  area  around  our  water  supply  were  sc 
apart  as  a  forest  it  would  not  only  help  protect  the  water  from 
pollution,  but  by  conservation  of  moisture  in  the  soil  would  ma¬ 
terially  increase  the  supply  of  water  during  the  dry  season. 
With  our  present  growth  of  population  there  have  been  times 
when  the  supply  of  water  in  Great  Pond  has  been  dangerously 
low  and  a  proper  conservation  of  moisture  in  the  soil  could  be  of 
considerable  help  in  preventing  such  conditions  arising  in  the  fu- 
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ture,  and  thus  postponing  the  day  when  our  present  water  supply 
will  prove  insufficient. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  bills  pending  before  the  Legis¬ 
lature  which,  if  they  bcome  law,  will  materially  facilitate  the  es¬ 
tablishment  of  town  forests,  and  for  this  reason  the  committee 
defers  recommending  any  definite  step  toward  the  establishment 
of  sijch  a  forest  until  it  can  be  determined  what  the  legislature 
will  do  with  these  bills.  Should  the  bills  be  acted  on  in  the  next 
few  weeks  the  committee  will  make  a  report  recommending 
islature  does  not  act  on  the  bills  soon  enough  for  this  report  to  be 
casion  cannot  be  capitalized  and  made  of  permanent  value  for 
definite  action  at  the  annual  town  meeting  of  1924.  If  the  Leg- 
presented  this  year,  the  committee  recommends: 

1.  That  the  committee  be  continued  in  office  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  their  study  to  this  question  and  reporting  to  a  future 
meeting. 

2.  That  the  sum  of  $25.00  be  appropriated  for  the  expenses 
of  the  committee. 

In  establishing  and  maintaining  a  town  forest  we  can  have 
the  expert  advice  and  assistance  of  the  State  Forester  and  his 
field  force,  at  no  cost  except  their  expenses,  and  the  principal  use 
for  the  appropriation  asked  will  be  to  pay  their  expenses  in  com¬ 
ing  to  Weymouth  to  examine  conditions  and  advise  the  town  as 
to  the  best  solution  of  our  own  particular  problems.

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REPORT  OF  TERCENTENARY  CELEBRATION 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth: 

The  undersigned  as  Chief  Marshal  of  the  Tercentenary  ex¬ 
ercises  was  requested  by  the  Committee  of  Arrangements  to  make 
its  report. 

After  the  original  Tercentenary  Committee  ceased  to  func¬ 
tion  as  a  body,  an  unofficial  committee  made  up  of  many  of  the 
members  of  the  original  Tercentenary  Committee  and  such  cit¬ 
izens  as  were  interested  in  the  celebration  met  and  chose  Mr. 
Howard  H.  Joy,  President  of  the  Weymouth  Historical  Society,  as 
Chairman,  and  Selectman  Winslow  M.  Tirrell  as  Secretary. 

The  Honorable  William  Howard  Taft,  Ex-President  and  Chief 
Justice  of  the  United  States,  had  already  consented  to  be  the 
guest  of  the  town  on  the  occasion  of  the  celebration  and  to  de¬ 
liver  an  address,  and  the  celebration  centered  about  the  entertain¬ 
ment  of  this  distinguished  son  of  Weymouth  ancestry.  As  the 
invitation  was  not  extended  to  him  until  late  in  the  spring  of 
1923,  and  the  only  practicable  date  on  which  we  could  secure 
him  was  on  Saturday,  June  16th,  all  arrangements  for  the  cele¬ 
bration  had  to  be  put  through  with  the  utmost  speed.  Indeed, 
the  appropriation  made  by  the  Town  for  the  celebration  was  only 
voted  on  May  31st,  leaving  exactly  fifteen  days  between  the  vot¬ 
ing  of  the  appropriation  and  the  day  of  the  celebration,  and  all 
the  detailed  arrangements  had  to  be  made  in  that  period,  since 
until  it  was  known  how  much  money  would  be  available,  all  the 
plans  had  to  be  tentative  only. 

The  celebration  consisted  of,- 

(a)  The  entertainment  at  noon  at  the  Hotel  Somerset,  Bos¬ 
ton,  of  Chief  Justice  Taft,  Governor  Cox,  and  those  accompany¬ 
ing  them. 

(b)  Reception  of  his  Excellency  the  Governor  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  and  the  Honorable  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  United 
States  with  proper  military  honors  on  their  entrance  into  the 
Town  of  Weymouth. 

(c)  Reception  of  other  invited  guests  by  the  Selectmen  in 
the  vestry  of  the  Pilgrim  Congregational  Church,  North  Wey¬ 
mouth. 

(d)  Flag  raising  and  dedication  of  a  boulder  and  tablet  on 
the  top  of  Weymouth  Great  Hill,  commemorating  Miles  Standish’s 
encounter  with  the  Indians. 

(e)  A  military  and  civic  parade  from  the  top  of  Weymouth 
Great  Hill  to  the  Clapp  Memorial  grounds  in  East  Weymouth. 

(f)  Memorial  exercises  by  the  veteran  organizations  as  the 
parade  passed  the  Soldiers’  Monument. 

(g)  Yacht  races  under  the  auspices  of  the  Wessagussett 
Yacht  Club  in  Weymouth  Harbor. 

(h)  Commemorative  exercises,  including  addresses  by  his 
Excellency  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  Honorable 
the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  of  Massachu¬ 
setts,  and  the  Honorable  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  United  States, 
on  the  Clapp  Memorial  grounds. 

(i)  Luncheon  for  the  invited  guests  in  the  banquet  hall  of 
the  Masonic  Temple,  and  for  the  paraders  on  Clapp  Memorial 
grounds. 

(j)  Band  concert  in  the  evening  at  Weymouth  Landing. 
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(k)  Fireworks  in  the  evening  at  the  Fair  Grounds,  South 
Weymouth. 

As  a  detailed  account  of  the  celebration  will  be  printed  in 
the  Town  History,  this  report  will  be  confined  to  general  com¬ 
ments  regarding  the  occasion. 

The  celebration  grew  faster  than  the  proverbial  snow-ball. 
All  our  citizens  and  practically  all  the  organizations  in  town  ac¬ 
cepted  with  enthus'asm  the  general  invitation  extended  by  the 
committee  to  participate.  Public  and  private  buildings  through¬ 
out  the  town  and  particularly  on  the  line  of  the  parade  were  elab¬ 
orately  decorated.  The  feeling  of  rivalry  between  different  sec¬ 
tions  of  the  town  which  has  sometimes  been  alleged  to  exist  was 
noticeably  absent,  a  feature  of  the  celebration  which  was  widely 
commented  upon.  People  from  every  part  of  the  town  and  in 
every  walk  of  life  took  part  wholeheartedly  in  carrying  out  the 
committee’s  plans,  realizing  that  the  plans  were  the  best  that 
could  be  devised  under  the  circumstances  for  the  town  as  a  whole 
and  that  no  favoritism  was  being  shown. 

The  celebration  was  carried  out  in  a  thoroughly  democratic 
manner,  as  befitted  an  event  paid  for  by  public  money.  There 
were  no  “reserved  sections,”  or  other  special  favors  for  the  few. 
The  exercises  on  Great  Hill  and  at  the  Clapp  Memorial  were  open 
to  anyone,  and  there  was  no  reserved  grand  stand  on  the  line  of 
the  parade.  In  view  of  the  many  who  were  giving  their  services 
and  their  automobiles  to  transport  our  guests  instead  of  looking 
out  for  their  own  families,  it  was  felt  no  more  than  right  that 
some  provision  should  be  made  for  these  persons,  and  accordingly 
the  Franklin  School  yard  was  reserved  for  the  families  of  those 
who  were  driving  cars  in  the  parade,  but  this  was  the  only  special 
privilege  of  any  k'.nd  so  far  as  concerns  the  public.  Indeed  one 
of  the  arguments  which  led  to  the  idea  of  an  anniversary  dinner 
being  abandoned  was  the  fact  that  the  handling  of  tickets  would 
inevitably  cause  charges  of  favoritism  to  be  made. 

The  very  magnitude  of  the  celebration  caused  some  delay 
in  our  time  schedule,  but  outside  of  that,  the  day  was  unmarked 
by  any  untoward  incident.  Although  all  plans  for  an  alternative 
rainy  day  program  had  been  made  in  case  the  necessity  arose,  the 
weather  proved  perfect  for  an  out-of-door  celebration.  Although 
very  caneful  arrangements  had  been  made  by  Dr.  J.  Herbert 
Libby,  Chief  Surgeon,  for  caring  for  any  accidents  that  might  take 
place,  there  were  no  accidents  of  any  description  during  the  cele¬ 
bration,  no  one  was  overcome  by  the  heat,  and  no  one  gave  out 
on  the  line  of  march,  so  that  the  services  of  the  physicians  and 
town  nurses  who  were  in  attendance  ready  for  any  emergency 
were  not  needed.  Furthermore,  in  spite  of  the  great  crowds 
that  were  attracted  to  Weymouth  by  the  occasion,  the  utmost 
good  order’  prevailed.  The  efficient  police  arrangements  pro¬ 
vided  by  Chief  Fratt  worked  smoothly,  and  there  were  no  arrests 
made.  Another  feature  widely  commented  on  by  outsiders  was 
the  absence  o^  any  commercialism  in  the  celebration.  The  face 
of  nature  was  not  covered  with  fakirs,  souvenir  vendors,  hot  dog 
carts,  and  peanut  stands.  The  celebration  was  dignified  and 
orderly  throughout,  without  any  attempt  to  exploit  the  guests  of 
the  town  for  the  financial  benefit  of  individuals.  t 

Another  unusual  feature  about  the  celebration,  at  which 
other  towns  have  expressed  surprise,  was  that  so  elaborate  a  cele-

bration  could  be  held  with  so  small  an  expenditure  of  money. 
When  it  is  considered  that  with  the  exception  of  the  memorial 
wreath  placed  on  the  soldiers’  monument,  which  for  reasons  of 
sentiment  was  contributed  by  the  organizations  composed  of  sol¬ 
diers  and  descendants  of  soldiers,  no  contribution  of  any  kind 
was  asked  from  any  individual  or  organization,  no  subscription 
paper  was  passed,  and  no  admission  fee  of  any  kind  was  charged 
for  any  portion  of  the  celebration,  (the  two  appropriations  by  the 
town  aggregating  $5,000.00  covering  the  whole  cost  of  the  cele¬ 
bration,  so  far  as  the  committee  was  concerned)  the  town  may 
indeed  congratulate  itself  on  the  result.  Particularly  is  this  so 
when  about  a  third  of  the  cost  of  the  celebration  represents  ex¬ 
penses  whch  are  of  permanent  value  to  the  town:  namely, 
the  construction  of  the  road  up  Great  Hill, 
the  acquisition  of  three  town  flags, -a  silk  parade 
flag,  a  large  bunting  flag  for  the  Town  Office,  and  a 
small  bunting  flag  for  use  on  an  automobile, 
a  silk  guidon  with  the  name  of  the  school  for  each 
school  in  town, 

the  flag  pole  and  flag  on  Great  Hill, -the  former  of 
which  was  replaced  out  of  the  tercentenary  fund  by 
a  new  flag  pole  for  the  high  school, 
and  an  official  set  of  photographs  for  the  town  rec¬ 
ords. 

In  addition  the  prize  winning  organizations  have  prizes  of 
permanent  value,  selected  by  themselves,  which  will  serve  as  me¬ 
mentos  of  the  occasion  in  years  to  com©,  and  the  town  has  the 
tablet  and  boulder  on  Great  Hill  which  were  contributed  respec¬ 
tively  by  the  Society  of  Colonial  Wars  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  and  the  Weymouth  Historical  Society.  Such  a 
result  would  not  have  been  possible  had  it  not  been  for  the  co-op¬ 
eration  of  the  Selectmen  and  other  Town  Officials,  the  various  clubs 
and  societies,  the  Veteran  Organizations,  and  the  general  body  of 
our  citizens. 

The  parade  was  undoubtedly  the  greatest  parade  ever  held 
in  Weymouth  and  indeed  surpassed  parades  that  have  been  held 
in  many  places  larger  than  Weymouth  on  similar  occasions. 
There  were  between  four  and  five  thousand  troops  and  civilians 
in  line.  The  troops,  representing  the  United  States  Army,  Navy 
and  Marine  Corps;  infantry,  cavalry  and  artillery  from  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  National  Guard;  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery 
Company;  and  the  veterans  of  the  Civil,  Spanish  and  World  Wars, 
alone  numbered  over  fifteen  hundred.  The  school-children’s  di¬ 
vision,  representing  different  periods  and  events  in  the  history  of 
the  town,  numbered  some  twelve  hundred  and  would  have  made 
an  imposing  parade  all  by  itself.  The  Assembly  of  Notables  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  invited  guests’  division,  including  an  Ex-President 
and  Chief  Justice  of  the  United  States;  the  Governor  and  the 
Chief  Just’ce  of  Massachusetts;  the  senior  United  States  District 
Judge  for  the  District  of  Massachusetts;  the  Commanding  Officers 
of  the  First  Corps  Area,  United  States  Army,  and  the  First  Naval 
District,  United  States  Navy,  two  retired  Major  Generals  of  the 
United  States  Army,  the  presiding  officers  and  committees  of  both 
branches  of  the  Legislature,  beside  state,  county,  city  and  town 
officials,  has  probably  never  before  been  equalled  in  the  history 
of  our  town;  and  the  elaborate  and  artistic  floats  put  in  by  the 
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various  patriotic,  hereditary,  fraternal  and  civic  organizations 
and  business  houses  of  the  town  showed  the  widespread  interest 
taken  by  our  citizens  in  the  event. 

It  seems  a  pity  that  the  civic  interest  stimulated  on  that  oc- 
the  town.  The 'occasion  demonstrated  that  people  from  all  parts 
of  the  town  can  work  in  harmony  for  an  event  which  expresses 
their  pride  in  the  town  in  which  we  live.  As  the  oldest  settled 
town  of  Massachusetts  with  the  exception  of  Plymouth,  the  oldest 
settlement  within  what  later  became  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Col¬ 
ony,  and  the  town  which  was  the  scene  of  the  first  military  ex¬ 
pedition  by  Massachusetts  troops  and  which  has  borne  its  part  in 
every  war  in  which  New  England  men  have  engaged  since  the  first 
settlement  of  our  country,  we  have  a  history  which  should  not  be 
suffered  to  lapse  into  oblivion  for  another  fifty  or  one  hundred 
years.  Many  towns  which  are  regarded  as  centers  of  historic 
interest  have  a  much  less  interesting  and  important  history  than 
has  Weymouth,  and  if  we  could  keep  the  civic  pride  and  patriotism 
which  was  brought  into  evidence  on  the  occasion  of  the  tercenten¬ 
ary  celebration  constantly  active,  it  will  not  only  stimulate  the 
younger  generation  and  those  who  are  moving  into  our  town,  but 
the  experience  of  other  towns  has  shown  that  a  proper  emphasis 
on  local  history  has  a  definite  commercial  value  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  town.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth: 
Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  my  eighth  annual  report  of  the  Street  De¬ 
partment  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1923. 

Regular  Highway  Appropriation 

The  amount  appropriated  at  the  March  meeting  was  $65,025. 
Receipts  and  transfers  brought  the  total  available  sum  up  to 
$69,942.65. 

The  summary  of  expenditures  at  the  end  of  this  report  will 
show  the  amounts  expended  under  this  appropriation. 

Last  spring  our  gravel  roads  came  out  in  exceptionally  bad 
shape  and  the  dry  summer  was  responsible  for  many  requests  for 
oiling.  More  streets  were  treated  with  oil  and  tarvia  Loan  ever 
before  and  naturally  the  cost  which  was  $21,069.85  was  greater 
than  previous  years.  I  believe  the  time  has  come  when  practically 
every  street  should  be  oiled  not  only  as  a  matter  of  betterment 
to  the  street  but  as  a  matter  of  economy  to  the  Town. 

The  item  of  general  repairs  and  maintenance  was  the  next 
largest  item  amounting  to  $18,189.93.  Under  this  heading  the 
general  work  of  putting  streets  in  condition  for  oiling,  general 
maintenance  throughout  the  year  and  the  graveling  of  several  side 
streets  was  done.  It  is  impossible  to  do  any  extensive  work  with 
the  amount  allowed  for  this  work  and  the  result  is  that  people 
wanting  repairs  made  are  obliged  to  prepare  articles  for  the  town 
warrant  in  order  to  be  assured  of  their  consideration.  If  a  fair 
sum  was  allowed  for  this  work  it  would  do  away  with  many  of 
the  articles  that  appear  in  the  warrant  each  year  for  road  work 
Snow  removal  last  winter  was  a  continuous  propositioh  as  one 
storm  followed  another  at  frequent  intervals.  While  we  had  more 
snow  last  winter  than  for  many  years  travel  was  kept  open  for 
automobiles  at  all  times  and  we  received  many  favorable  comments 
regarding  the  condition  of  our  streets.  Total  cost  for  plowing 
roads,  walks  and  sanding  was  $11,224.88. 

Maintenance  of  trucks:  The  oiling  truck  used  since  1916  met 
with  a  mishap  towards  the  end  of  the  oiling  season,  the  chassis 
frame  breaking  in  two.  This  was  repaired  and  we  were  able  to 
finish  out  the  season  by  loading  light.  I  do  not  believe  that  it  is 
safe  to  try  and  use  this  outfit  another  year.  This  truck  has  done 
wonderful  work  having  been  used  for  7  years  winter  and  summer. 
The  other  two  Netco  trucks  have  been  thoroughly  overhauled,  cyl¬ 
inders  rebored,  new  pistons  fitted  and  are  now  in  good  condition. 


The  Packard  loaned  by  the  State  was  also  overhauled,  this  truck 
will  need  a  new  body  this  year. 

The  crusher  plant  was  not  operated  at  all  as  no  appropri¬ 
ations  were  made  for  stone  roads  and  it  was  felt  that  it  was 
cheaper  to  buy  what  little  we  needed.  I  would  ^recommend  that 
this  plant  be  set  up  in  Keith’s  gravel  pit  in  East  Weymouth  as  this 
pit  contains  so  much  stone  that  it  is  very  expensive  to  get  out 
gravel. 

Extensive  repairs  were  made  to  guard  rails  and  fences.  I 
would  advise  a  new  type  of  guard  rail  being  used  in  the  future, 
using  concrete  posts  instead  of  wooden. 

Several  different  types  of  street  signs  were  erected,  the  idea 
being  to  find  out  the  most  practical.  A  generous  appropriation 
should  be  made  for  this  purpose  as  many  streets  are  without  signs 
or  should  be  replaced  by  new  ones. 

Special  Appropriations. 

The  amount  appropriated  for  special  work  was  less  this  year 
than  for  several  years  as  no  money  was  raised  for  permanent  road 
work. 

$2,500  was  allowed  for  permanent  sidewalks  which  was  used 
to  extend  the  sidewalk  on  Bridge  Street,  North  Weymouth;  ex¬ 
tending  the  concrete  curb  on  Broad  Street  to  Central  Square  and 
for  the  building  of  a  cement  curb  and  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  new 
Weymouth  Savings  Bank.  Several  other  cement  sidewalks  were 
built  and  paid  for  by  the  abuttors  with  the  expectation  that  the 
Town  would  reimburse  them  this  coming  year  to  the  extent  of 
one-half  the  cost  as  has  been  the  policy  in  the  past.  $1,000.00  was 
appropriated  to  finish  the  sidewalk  on  Main  Street,  South  Wey¬ 
mouth,  to  Independence  Square;  about  150  feet  remains  unfin¬ 
ished,  which  will  be  done  this  coming  year. 

$800.00  was  appropriated  for  Shawmut  Street  and  the  work 
done  largely  on  that  portion  of  the  street  from  Dewey  Square  to 
Pleasant  Street.  The  street  was  resurfaced  with  gravel,  treated 
with  tarvia,  a  paved  gutter  laid,  one  new  catch  basin  built  and  the 
sidewalks  graded  and  resurfaced.  An  additional  sum  should  be 
raised  to  complete  the  other  portion  of  the  street. 

Chard  Street  and  Hillside  Avenue  for  which  $1,000.00  was 
appropriated  was  graveled  and  treated  with  tarvia,  greatly  im¬ 
proving  these  much  used  streets.  A  like  sum  was  appropriated 
for  Columbian  Street,  South  Weymouth,  and  treated  in  a  similar 
manner.  An  effort  is  being  made  to  have  the  State  take  over 
this  street  as  part  of  their  highway  system. 

Bradley  Road:  $1,000.00  was  appropriated  to  complete  this 
road  as  far  as  the  Great  Hill  Park  and  $1,000.00  allotted  from  the 
appropriation  made  for  the  Tercentenary  Committee  to  construct 
the  road  to  the  top  of  the  hill.  This  work  was  carried  as  far  as  the 
money  would  allow,  the  entire  length  subgraded  and  a  beginning 
made  on  graveling.  This  work  should  be  completed  and  will  re¬ 
quire  about  $800.00. 

$400.00  was  appropriated  to  relieve  the  drainage  trouble  on 
Broad  Street  near  Sylvester’s  market;  an  additional  catch  basin 
was  built  on  Broad  Street  and  a  drain  laid  to  the  meadow  in  the 
rear  of  Murray’s  new  block. 

$800.00  was  appropriated  for  Summer  Street  and  the  street 
shaped  up  and  oiled  as  the  appropriation  was  so  small  that  resur-. 
facing  which  the  street  needs  was  out  of  the  question. 


There  was  a  balance  of  $1,816.59  from  Union  Street  appro¬ 
priation  made  in  1921  and  this  was  used  to  reconstruct  a  portion 
of  that  street  near  Bates  Avenue.  Six  inch  bituminous  macadam 
pavement  was  laid  on  a  twelve  inch  stone  foundation  and  about 
600  square  yards  so  constructed. 

$780.00  appropriated  for  signs  to  be  erected  in  honor  of 
Weymouth  boys  who  died  in  the  World  War  were  placed  at  the 
designated  squares.  These  signs  are  of  solid  bronze  and  are  of 
attractive  design.

RECOMMENDATIONS 

In  addition  to  recommendations  already  made,  I  wish  to 
repeat  the  one  made  for  the  last  two  years  regarding  the  dispo¬ 
sal  of  the  old  10-ton  roller  and  the  purchase  of  a  tandem  side¬ 
walk  roller.  I  wish  also  to  call  attention  to  the  report  submitted 
on  the  acceptance  of  new  streets.  Weymouth  is  growing  fast 
and  demands  for  new  streets  are  greater  each  year  and  some 
definite  regulations  should  be  adopted.  I  strongly  urge  a  re¬ 
turn  to  the  policy  of  making  a  special  appropriation  of  $20,000 
for  permanent  road  construction  each  year.  Weymouth  is  still 
behind  the  average  town  in  this  work  and  unless  a  definite  amount 
is  done  each  year  its  streets  will  soon  be  in  bad  shape,  as  tney 
are  being  called  upon  to  carry  more  and  heavier  loads  each  year.

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COMMITTEE  ON  RE-NAMING  CERTAIN  SQUARES— ALSO 

A  MEMORIAL  TO  THE  VETERANS  OF  ALL  WARS 

December  17,  1923. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Weymouth: 

The  committee  chosen  under  the  vote  on  October  3rd,  of  the 
warrant  at  the  special  town  meeting  of  May  31,  1923,  after  several 
meetings  and  full  discussion,  report  as  follows:  — 

1.  We  recommend  that  the  square  at  Main  and  Pond  Streets, 
formerly  known  as  Fountain  Square  and  by  vote  later  named 
William  B.  Monteith  Square,  be  renamed  Parker  B.  Jones  Square, 
and  that  the  junction  of  Central  and  Union  Streets  be  changed  from 
Parker  B.  Jones  Square  to  William  B.  Monteith  Square. 

2.  The  posthumous  award  of  the  Congressional  Medal  of 
Honor  to  Ralph  Talbot  should  be  recognized  by  the  town  in  some 
appropriate  manner.  He  was  an  honor  graduate  of  the  class  of 
1915  in  the  Weymouth  High  School  and  was  an  athlete  of  note  in 
the  school. 

Inasmuch  as  steps  are  being  taken  to  propose  in  a  definite 
form  to  the  town  that  an  athletic  field  and  playground  be  estab¬ 
lished  in  connection  with  the  Weymouth  High  School,  we  recom¬ 
mend  that  in  case  such  playground  and  field  is  acquired  and  laid 
out,  it  be  named  in  honor  of  Ralph  Talbot,  who  signally  honored 
his  town  and  school  by  his  heroic  service  in  the  World  War. 

3.  The  lives  and  services  of  all  citizens  of  Weymouth  who 
have  served  their  country  in  time  of  war  should  be  commemorated 
in  enduring  form  and  in  a  manner  to  afford  a  continual  inspira¬ 
tion. 

Inasmuch  as  the  need  of  a  building  for  the  efficient  admin¬ 
istration  of  the  town’s  affairs  is  unquestioned,  wTe  recommend  that 
such  a  building  be  constructed  as  a  memorial,  and  that  it  contain 
a  room  of  proportion  and  construction  worthy  of  the  reception 
and  preservation  of  such  tablets  or  other  forms  of  honorary  rec¬ 
ords  as  mav  be  best  suited  for  the  purpose.

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COMMITTEE’S  REPORT  OF  THE  ACCEPTANCE 

OF  NEW  STREETS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth: 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  last  annual  town  meeting  to 
bring  in  recommendations  for  amending  the  town  by-laws  relative 
to  the  acceptance  of  new  streets  begs  to  submit  the  following  re¬ 
port: 

Our  present  by-laws  make  no  mention  of  the  subject  and  the 
method  of  procedure  in  the  past  has  been  carried  out  as  defined 
by  the  statutes,  which  do  not  contain  any  rules  or  regulations  re¬ 
garding  the  condition  a  street  shall  be  in  to  be  accepted. 

Questionaires  were  sent  out  to  about  14  towns  and  cities  of  the 
approximate  size  of  Weymouth,  asking  for  rules  and  by-laws 
covering  this  subject.  It  was  found  that  the  large  majority  of 
places  had  such  by-laws  and  after  careful  study  of  the  subject 
we  recommend  that  the  following  by-laws  be  adopted  by  adding 
the  following  sections  to  Article  5  of  the  present  by-laws. 

Sec.  7.  No  street  or  way  shall  be  laid  out  or  accepted  by  the 
Town  of  Weymouth  of  a  width  less  than  40  feet,  unless  the  same 
shall  have  been  actually  opened  and  used  for  public  travel  prior 
to  Jan.,  1924,  or  is  requested  and  recommended  by  the  Selectmen 
and  Superintendent  of  Streets. 

Sec.  8.  No  street  or  way  constructed  through  lands  by  the 
owners  thereon  shall  be  laid  out  or  accepted  or  recommended  by 
the  Selectmen  or  any  committee  of  the  Town  for  acceptance  as 
a  public  street  or  way  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth  unless  previous¬ 
ly  constructed  and  completed  to  subgrade  in  accordance  with 
specifications  set  forth  in  Section  12. 

Sec.  9  Any  street  or  way  constructed  through  private  lands 
by  the  owners  thereof  in  accordance  with  the  specifications  set 
forth  in  Section  12  may  be  laid  out  and  accepted  as  a  public 
street  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth,  provided  such  action  is  taken  in 
accordance  with  provisions  of  Chapter  82  of  the  General  Laws 
of  Massachusetts  and  amendments  thereof;  and  provided  also  that 
the  owners  of  at  least  75%  of  the  lands  through  which  such  street 
or  way  passes  have  signed  releases  of  all  property  which  the  town 
deems  it  necessary  to  acquire  for  such  layout  and  acceptance  and 
have  granted  sloping  privileges  and  have  agreed  to  pay  betterment 
assessments.  i 

Sec.  10  Wherever  it  is  necessary,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Su¬ 
perintendent  of  Streets,  to  construct  catch  basins  on  any  such 
street  or  way  and  lay  drains  to  connect  with  a  permanent  outlet, 
such  catch  basins  and  drains  may  be  constructed  and  laid  and  the 
cost  of  such  work  shall  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the  total  cost 
of  constructing  said  street  or  way. 

Sec.  11  Side  gutters  on  any  such  street  or  way  having  a 
•grade  of  five  per  cent,  or  over  may,  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Streets  it  be  necessary,  be  paved  four  feet  wide,  with 
stone  or  concrete,  the  cost  of  such  work  shall  be  considered  as  a 
part  of  the  total  cost  of  construction  of  said  street  or  way. 

Sec.  12.  A  plan  and  profile  on  paper  or  tracing  cloth  19  inches 
-wide  by  28  inches  long,  at  a  scale  of  not  less  than  1  inch  equal 
to  40  feet  of  every  street,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Streets,  who  shall  fix  the  grade  thereon. 

A.  Every  such  street  or  way  shall  be  at  least  forty  feet 
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wide  and  have  a  roadbed  equal  to  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  width 
of  said  street  or  way. 

B.  All  loam  shall  be  removed  from  the  limits  of  the  street 
or  way  to  a  depth  of  at  least  twelve  inches  below  the  finished  grade 
for  the  roadway,  and  six  inches  below  the  finished  grade  for  the 
sidewalk,  or  such  greater  depth  as  may  be  required  by  the  Select¬ 
men.  All  rock  or  boulders  removed  from  the  street  or  way  shall  be 
used  in  embankment. 

C.  The  entire  area  of  every  such  street  or  way  shall  be 
first  cleared  of  all  stumps,  brush,  roots  and  like  material  and  of  all 
trees  not  intended  for  preservation. 

D.  All  work  in  excavation  or  embankment  shall  be  brought 
accurately  to  a  subgrade  of  not  less  than  eight  inches  for  the  road¬ 
way  and  four  inches  for  the  sidewalk,  below  finished  grade,  or 
such  greater  depth  as  the  nature  of  the  subsoil,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Selectmen,  may  require. 

E.  All  corners  of  intersecting  streets  or  ways  shall  be 
rounded  as  approved  by  the  Selectmen.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  WEYMOUTH  FORE  RIVER 
BRIDGE  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31,  1923. 

During  the  year  just  closing  the  necessity  for  extensive  re¬ 
pairs  entailed  heavy  expenditures.  The  approaches  were  streng¬ 
thened  by  the  addition  of  timbers,  and  were  re-planked.  The 
wedge-lock  on  the  Quincy  side  has  been  put  in  thorough  repair, 
with  electrical  installation  for  the  operation  of  same,  which  will 
facilitate  opening  and  closing  the  draw.  In  addition  other  minor 
repairs  have  been  made. 

Nothing  appears  at  this  time  to  indicate  heavy  expenditures 
for  the  ensuing  year,  except  the  possibility  that  the  deck  of  the 
draw  may  need  re-sheathing.  Accident  or  break-down  may  re¬ 
quire  repairs  which  cannot  be  foreseen,  but  unless  such  occur  we 
believe  the  maintenance  for  the  year  to  come  will  be  less  than  one- 
half  that  for  the  present  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
To  the  Citizens  of  Weymouth: 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  report  to  give  to  the  town  a  concise 
.'statement  of  the  physical  and  financial  conditions  of  our  school 
system,  of  progress  that  has  been  made  and  of  needs  for  the  future, 
and  to  leave  to  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  a  statement  of  the 
^educational  progress  that  has  been  and  must  be  made. 

CONDITIONS  AT  THE  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS 

The  High  School,  since  the  opening  in  September,  has  been  run 
:in  the  regular  way.  The  new  rooms  created  out  of  the  old  assem¬ 
bly  hail  and  the  subdivision  of  one  large  study  room,  together  with 
new  rooms  made  ready  in  the  addition  now  under  construction,  have 
allowed  a  sufficient  number  of  class  rooms  for  the  whole  school. 
The  portable  in  the  rear  has  also  been  in  constant  use.  Since 
opening,  however,  the  High  School  has  been  without  an  assembly 
hall,  and  proper  instruction  in  music  has  been  difficult.  Before 
Tnany  weeks  the  new  and  larger  assembly  hall  will  be  ready  for 
use. 

There  has  been  some  hardship  and  discomfort  in  the  operation 
•of  the  High  School  while  the  work  of  the  constructors  has  gone  on, 
but  it  has  generally  been  cheerfully  met.  The  class  of  1924  will  be 
able  to  graduate  from  the  new  assembly  hall. 

Late  in  the  year,  by  reason  of  progress  made  at  the  H"gh 
School,  it  was  possible  to  relieve  the  existing  pressure  at  the 
Athens  School  by  placing  the  ninth  grade  of  the  Athens  at  the 
High  School  building,  in  the  “portable.  This  relief  can  be  only 
temporary  and  the  town  should  forthwith  anticipate  the  constantly 
increasing  needs  at  North  Weymouth  by  providing  for  a  new  school- 
Tiouse  on  the  excellent  lot  acquired  for  such  purpose  a  few  years 
ago. 

The  heating  system  at  the  Athens  School  is  cumbersome.  Mul¬ 
titudinous  repairs,  small  and  large,  become  necessary,  and  the 
wvhole  system  is  verv  wasteful  of  coal.  Soft  coal  has  of  necessity 
been  used  considerably,  but  it  is  not  satisfactory  in  the  type  of  fur- 
maces  in  that  building.  The  money  to  be  saved  in  the  use  of 
•.soft  coal  in  a  well  des'gned  and  located  steam  plant  for  this  school 
house  would  more  than  pay  the  interest  on  the  cost  of  such  system, 
and  the  lower  repair  bills  would  furnish  still  further  advantage. 
We  recommend  that  the  town  as  soon  as  may  be  make#provision 
for  an  adequate  and  economical  heating  plant  at  the  Athens  School. 

The  toilets  at  the  Jefferson  School  have  been  completed. 
There  is  now  only  one  school  house,  the  Franklin,  which  is  not 
provided  with  proper  plumbing  facilities.  It  is  possible  that  the 
Franklin  may  not  be  needed  during  the  coming  year  on  account  of 
the  completion  of  the  new  parochial  school  in  East  Weymouth. 

The  Commissioner  of  Public  Safety  has  recommended  fire  es¬ 
capes  to  be  placed  on  the  Shaw  and  Pratt  Schools.  The  total  cost 
of  this  work  will  probably  be  less  than  $1000.00. 

During  the  past  summer  the  interiors  of  the  Athens,  Hum¬ 
phrey,  Shaw  and  New  Hunt  Schools  were  thoroughly  painted  as 
was  intended.  Later  in  the  fall,  during  the  so-called  “diphtheria 
-scare,”  it  was  deemed  best  to  paint  the  class  rooms  and  basement 
of  the  Nevin  School,  such  being  the  best  means  to  secure  thorough 
^disinfection.  This  was  an  expense  not  provided  for  in  the  annual 
budget.  The  work  on  the  toilets  at  the  Jefferson  School  made  ’t 
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desirable  to  paint  the  interior  of  that  building,  which  vrark  was. 
carried  out  into  the  new  year/ 

Exterior  painting  will  be  extensively  required  during  the- 
coming  year. 

Several  hundred  pupils’  desks  and  seats  have  been  thoroughly? 
repaired  during  the  year. 

The  Nevi'n  School  is  now  crowded.  A  possible  re-arrange¬ 
ment  of  grades  and  the  sending  of  unusual  numbers  to  the  High. 
School  in  the  fall  will  afford  some  relief.  It  will  not  be  economical 
or  convenient  again  to  use  the  Howe  School  in  connection  with: 
the  Nevin.  ^he  use  of  a  portable  would  be  better,  and  a  portable; 
school  of  two  rooms  will  Shortly  be  available. 

VOCATIONAL  TRAINING 

The  committee  has  voted  to  provide  vocational  training  at  the? 
High  School  under  the  law  which  gives  state  aid  therefor.  This?, 
must  be  confirmed  by  vote  of  the  town.  There  will  be  courses  for- 
the  girls  in  home  making  (already  provided  for)  and  for  the  boys:; 
in  woodworking  and  carpentry.  The  rooms  intended  for  such:; 
classes  are  nearly  ready  for  use,  and  after  the  probationary 
period  is  over  the  courses  offered  should  become  of  great  value~. 
At  the  present  time  the  town  is  required  to  pay  to  Quincy  and 
Boston  considerable  sums  as  tu:tion  for  pupils  in  vocational’ 
courses,  a  large  amount  of  which  it  is  hoped  may  be  saved,  at  the- 
same  time  offering  such  opportunities  to  a  large  number  of  those: 
who  in  any  case  would  stay  at  home. 

ATHLETIC  FIELD  and  PLAYGROUND  at  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Weymouth  is  almost  unique  in  having  a  large  High  School 
without  any  form  of  playground  wherein  systematic  and  directed!' 
exercise  may  be  had.  The  excellent  field  at  the  Davis  Bates  Clapps 
Memorial  Association  has  fortunately  been  available  for  teams  of: 
the  school;  but  the  field  and  gymnasium  at  the  Clapp  Memorial- 
are  not  primarily  for  the  schools  and  would  be  wholly  inadequate*,, 
should  large  numbers  constantly  seek  their  use.  The  new  addi¬ 
tion  will  provide  suitably  for  the  shower  baths  and  gymnasium 
required,  but  no  provision  for  an  out-door  playing  field  has; 
yet  been  made.  An  article  in  the  warrant  will  enable  this, 
matter  to  be  taken  up  at  town  meeting. 

TEACHERS’  SALARIES 

The  matter  of  teachers’  salaries  is  an  issue  that  must  be  met: 
at  the  next  town  meeting. 

The  present  so-called  maximum  scale  is  considerably  less  than; 
the  scale  adopted  in  contiguous  towns  with  one  exception. 

While  it  is  probablv  true  that  many  of  our  women  teachers? 
long  in  the  service  of  this  town  would  remain,  it  is  becoming  in¬ 
creasingly  difficult  to  fill  the  vacancies  that  constantly  occur^. 
The  original  salary  offered  to  a  new  teacher  mav  be  relatively  low,,, 
but  the  expectation  of  receiving,  after  a  suitable  experience,  an. 
equivalent  of  what  is  paid  elsewhere  is  the  inducement  which  se¬ 
cures  the  superior  teacher.  If  we  are  compelled  by  economic  cir¬ 
cumstances  to  meet  the  demand  in  acquiring  new  teachers,  we 
must  in  fairness  deal  in  like  manner  with  those  teachers  who  haves 
given  us  long  and  faithful  service. 


An  increase  in  the  maximum  pay  of  teachers,  sufficient  to 
allow  the  town  to  secure  the  teacher  of  superior  ability,  is,  there¬ 
fore,  recommended,  and  the  cost  of  such  increase  will  be  append¬ 
ed  to  our  budget.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

Members  of  the  School  Committee: 

I  herewith  submit  my  fifteenth  annual  report,  the  same  being: 
the  thirty-eighth  in  the  series  of  annual  reports  of  the  superin¬ 
tendents  of  this  town. 


SALARIES 


A  few  years  ago  the  salaries  of  the  teachers  of  the  State 
were  on  an  extremely  low  plane  as  compared  with  the  wages 
paid  other  forms  of  competitive  labor.  Many  stories  were  current 
at  the  time  illustrating  the  somewhat  humorous  attitude  with 
which  the  teachers  as  well  as  the  general  public  viewed  the  situ¬ 
ation.  One  was  to  the  effect  that  a  class  in  hygiene,  having  been 
thoroughly  instructed,  as  the  teacher  thought,  on  the  benefits  to  be 
derived  from  cleanliness  and  personal  sanitation,  was  asked  the 
following  question: — “What  will  not  support  bacteria?”  The 
ever  present  small  boy  replied: — “A  teacher’s  salary.”  This 
story  characterizes  a  period  that  has  passed,  a  period  to  which  we 
do  not  wish  to  return  or  approximate. 

The  one  thing  that  has  distinguished  the  teachers  of  this  town 
has  been  the  kindliness  of  spirit  and  good  will  with  which  they 
have  met  their  problems.  It  has  been  their  lot  for  many  years 
to  receive  a  salary  far  less  than  their  merits  deserve,  and  much 
less  than  has  been  granted  to  those  teaching  in  neighboring  towns. 
This  has  been  due  in  part  to  the  traditionally  conservative  policy 
of  the  Town  in  the  payment  of  salaries,  and  in  part  to  the  fact  that- 
a  large  proportion  of  the  teachers  live  here.  They  have  grown  up 
in  the  system  and  do  not  wish  to  break  home  ties  and  friendships. 
During  the  war  they  refused  to  ask  for  an  increase,  stating  that 
they  were  willing  to  sacrifice  their  own  opportunity  for  personal 
gain  in  order  to  promote  the  public  good.  They  are  now  asking 
for  a  maximum  of  $1500.00  in  the  elementary  grades.  This  re¬ 
quest  should  be  granted.  There  is  no  reason,  financially  or  other¬ 
wise,  why  we  should  not  pay  as  much  as  towns  of  the  same  size 
and  importance,  and  possibly  more  than  some  of  the  surrounding 
towns  that  are  smaller.  Under  present  conditions  it  is  prac¬ 
tically  impossible  to  secure  teachers  of  experience.  We  are  limited 
to  inexperienced  teachers  or  to  teachers  from  outside  of  the  State. 

The  maximum,  if  granted,  should  carry  certain  restrictions. 
It  should  be  withheld  at  the  discretion  of  the  School  Committee. 
It  should  not  be  granted  to  those  who  fail  to  meet  reasonable  re¬ 
quirements  in  power  to  discipline,  knowledge  of  subject  matter  and 
power  to  impart  it,  care  in  preparation  of  lessons,  and,  lastly 
increased  efficiency  through  self-improvement.

There  are  thirty-nine  cities  in  the  State.  All  of  these  have  a 
higher  cost  of  instruction  based  on  average  membership  than  this 
town. 
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There  are  seventy-four  towns  in  the  State  with  a  population 
of  over  five  thousand.  Of  these  sixty-eight  have  a  higher  cost  of 
instruction  than  Weymouth. 

If  we  should  base  our  expenditures  upon  the  average  cost  in 
the  State,  it  would  take  $73,477.50  more  than  it  now  does  to  sup¬ 
port  the  schools.

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NEW  PLAN  OF  GRADING 

At  the  close  of  the  present  school  year  the  number  of  grades 
in  the  elementary  schools  will  be  reduced  from  nine  to  eight.  This 
change  will  cause  considerable  modification  in  the  course  of  study. 
With  this  in  view  the  teachers  have  been  working  on  a  suggestive 
outline  for  the  fundamental  subjects.  It  is  our  intention  to  have 
a  more  systematic  drill  in  penmanship,  arithmetic,  spelling,  and 
language  as  applied  to  composition  and  letter  writing.  In  these 
subjects  there  will  be  minimum  requirements  which  every  student, 
must  meet  before  entering  the  High  School.  The  real  need  of 
each  student,  whether  boy  or  girl,  the  actual  test  in  life  experience, 
is  the  ability  to  write  legibly,  to  compose  a  letter  or  theme  with 
ease  and  readiness,  and  to  figure  quickly  and  accurately.  In  ad¬ 
dition  to  this  narrow  field  of  essentials,  the  other  subjects  in  the 
school  curriculum  will  receive  due  attention  as  time  warrants  and 
changing  conditions  demand. 

As  we  write  the  closing  chapter  of  our  experience  with  the 
nine  grade  system,  it  may  be  well  to  mention  the  reasons  for  its 
adoption  years  ag’o  and  the  causes  which  underlie  its  discontin¬ 
uance  at  this  time.  It  was  originally  intended  that  the  ninth  grade 
should  be  a  “buffer  grade”  between  the  elementary  schools  and  the 
High  School.  By  reviewing  in  the  ninth  year  work  previously 
done,  and  by  adding  to  this  review  simple  preparatory  work  in 
those  subjects  which  would  be  new  and  particularly  difficult  to 
master  in  the  grade  above,  it  was  considered  that  closer  articula¬ 
tion  and  better  understanding  could  be  brought  about  between  the 
High  and  Elementary  grades.  In  this  respect  the  plan  succeeded, 
and  for  this  reason  many  of  us  are  sorry  to  see  it  go.  The  idea, 
however,  originated  in  New  England  and  never  spread  beyond  its 
boundaries.  A  few  years  ago  the  West  brought  forth  the  Junior 
High  School  plan.  Under  this  the  grades  were  organized  in  three 
groups,  six  in  the  elementary,  three  in  the  Junior  High,  and  three 
in  the  Senior  High.  This  new  idea  has  been  adopted  in  a  majority 
of  the  larger  cities  and  has  brought  about  modifications  in  the 
grouping  of  the  grades  in  practically  all  the  cities  and  towns  of 
the  East. 

The  change  from  the  nine  to  the  eight  grade  system  carries 
with  it  this  provision  for  the  future,  that  the  High  School,  cen¬ 
trally  placed  and  materially  enlarged,  as  it  has  been,  will  be  cap¬ 
able  of  taking  care  of  the  four  upper  grades  for  a  number  of 
years.  If  and  when  the  conditions'  demand,  depending  upon  the 
growth  of  the  various  sections  of  the  Town,  it  will  be  possible  to 
establish  Junior  High  Schools,  one  at  a  time,  without  interfering 
with  the  work  or  operation  of  the  central  school. 

THE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

In  reporting  on  conditions  at  the  High  School  due  credit 
should  be  given  to  the  pupils,  first  of  all,  for  the  excellent  manner 
in  which  they  have  conducted  themselves  during  the  confusing 
times  incident  to  repairs  upon  the  old  building  and  new  construc¬ 
tion  outside  of  it.  At  no  time  has  there  been  the  slightest  friction 
between  the  workers  and  the  student  body.  The  contractors  have 
commented  frequently  on  the  commendable  attitude  of  the  pupils. 

The  enrollment  for  the  present  year  is  five  hundred  and  fifty- 
one,  divided  by  courses  as  follows:

The  Practical  Arts  courses  are  new,  having  been  offered  for 
the  first  time  a  year  ago.  They  have  been  planned  to  meet  a 
definite  and  growing  need  in  the  community.  There  is  no  use  de¬ 
nying  the  statement  that  too  many  of  our  young  people  are  seeking 
the  so-called  “white  collar  jobs.”  There  is  a  growing  feeling  that 
more  of  the  boys  should  train  for  the  skilled  industries  instead  of 
being  trained  away  from  them,  and  that  more  of  the  girls  should 
fit  themselves  to  run  their  homes  wisely  and  well,  an  occupation 
to  which  the  most  of  them  will  be  finally  called,  and  too  many 
found  wanting.  I  submit  for  the  consideration  of  the  mothers  a 
digest  of  the  work  to  be  given  the  girls  and  ask  if  it  is  not  more 
sensible  that  they  should  take  this  than  to  devote  themselves  to 
Algebra,  Geometry  and  other  subjects  which  they  will  never  use 
unless  they  intend  to  take  courses  in  higher  institutions  of

work  for  the  boys  has  been  planned  in  much  the  same 
The  school  day  for  the  boys  in  the  Vocational  Depart¬ 
ment  will  be  two  hours  longer  than  for  those  in  the  Academic. 
Ii  will  be  divided  equally,  three  and  one-half  hours  for  shop  work 
and  three  and  one-half  hours  devoted  to  subjects  related  to  shop 
practice  or  cultural  in  their  nature. 

The  State  will  bear  one-half  of  the  expense  of  this  work,  in¬ 
cluding  instruction,  janitor  service,  heat,  light,  power  and  ma¬ 
terials  used.  This  arrangement  applies  both  to  the  homemaking 
courses  for  girls  and  the  vocational  courses  for  boys. 

As  to  the  general  standing  of  the  school,  the  following  may 
be  of  interest.  The  State  gives  it  a  rank  of  “A”  and  admits  on 
certificate  to  the  normal  schools  any  one  who  holds  a  diploma  and

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has  received  an  average  mark  of  eighty  per  cent  or  more  during 
the  course.  The  College  Certificate  Board  has  approved  it  and 
admits  on  recommendation  those  who  have  been  graduated.  In 
addition  to  this  many  have  passed  with  credit  examinations  for 
those  colleges  which  do  not  admit  on  certificate. 

TERCENTENARY 


The  Tercentenary  Celebration,  coming  as  it  did  just  at  the 
close  of  the  school  year,  could  not  be  given  the  time  and  thought 
that  it  deserved.  The  Memorial  Day  Exercises  had  just  been  com¬ 
pleted.  The  grade  teachers  were  busy  with  preparations  for  the 
closing  of  the  year  and  the  High  School  teachers  with  the  gradu¬ 
ation  program.  Even  with  these  adverse  conditions,  the  schools 
made  a  creditable  showing.  Nearly  fifteen  hundred  children  par¬ 
ticipated  in  the  parade  from  Great  Hill  to  the  Clapp  Memorial 
Field.  Twenty-one  floats  were  trimmed  and  decorated  to  repre¬ 
sent  different  periods  of  interest  in  our  history.

AGRICULTURE 

(Report  of  Mr.  Earl  M.  Ricker,  Director  of  Agriculture) 

The  total  number  enrolled  in  the  department  was  twenty- 
seven,  three  of  this  number  receiving  graduation  diplomas  in 
October.  Ten  boys  dropped  the  course  during  the  year,  eight  of 
the  number  as  soon  as  they  were  sixteen  years  of  age.  The  aver¬ 
age  attendance  was  89.08% 

Twenty-four  projects  were  carried  on,  which  represented  a 
total  market  value  of  products  and  labor  of  $5,844.73,  and  were

We  were  fortunate  in  having  extended  to  us  the  privilege  of 
visiting  the  above  places  in  order  to  provide  observation  and  prac¬ 
tical  work  to  keep  pace  with  the  study  in  school. 

Exhibition  of  fruits  and  vegetables  raised  by  the  boys  has 
been  encouraged  at  the  Weymouth,  Brockton  and  Braintree 
Grange  Fairs.  Money  prizes,  amounting  to  $44.50,  were  won  by 
six  boys  the  past  year. 

A  poultry  club  of  twelve  members  was  organized  in  Novem¬ 
ber  and  made  a  club  exhibit  in  the  Boys  and  Girls  Section  of  the 
recent  Boston  Poultry  Show. 

The  department  is  now  in  the  High  School  Extension,  with 
excellent  facilities  for  practical  and  theoretical  work.  New 
equipment  and  books  have  been  added  and  the  department  is  now 
in  a  position  to  develop  new  lines  of  activity  and  be  of  greater 
benefit. 


DENTAL  CLINIC 

(Report  of  Miss  Alice  A.  Conroy,  Dental  Hygienist) 

The  following  covers  the  activities  of  the  School  Dental  Clinic 
for  the  year  1923  under  the  direction  of  the  Visiting  Nurse  Associ¬ 
ation. 

The  dental  equipment  is  portable,  consisting  of  a  portable 
chair,  sterilizer,  cabinet,  dental  engine  and  card  file.  All  can  be 
transferred  easily  and  quickly. 

The  Clinic  has  been  located  in  all  of  the  elementary  school 
buildings  during  the  year.  Every  child  was  given  an  opportunity 
to  receive  prophylactic  treatment  and  advice  on  the  care  of  the 
teeth.  Individual  cards  were  kept  on  file  and  a  notice  sent  to  the 
parents  advising  dental  treatment  for  all  carious  teeth. 

Owing  to  the  large  number  of  children  in  the  entire  Wey¬ 
mouth  district,  the  Clinic  can  reach  each  child  only  once  during 
the  school  year.  On  repeating  the  work  this  term  I  have  found  a 
marked  improvement  in  the  general  condition.  Decayed  teeth 
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have  been  filled  and  tooth  brushes  used  to  greater  advantage  by 
the  majority  of  the  children. 

One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  four  children  received 
prophylactic  treatment  during  1923. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  Superintend¬ 
ent,  Teachers  and  Supervisors  for  their  co-operation,  as  without 
it  I  could  not  have  carried  on  this  work  to  advantage. 

DRAWING 

(Report  of  Miss  Evelyn  Silvester,  Supervisor  of  Drawing) 

Our  work  this  last  year,  like  that  of  other  departments,  has 
been  somewhat  broken  up,  especially  in  the  upper  grades.  This 
has  been  due  largely  to  the  crowded  conditions  and  the  necessity 
of  having  so  many  overflow  rooms  containing  two  grades.  Sim¬ 
ilar  conditions  will  no  doubt  continue  during  the  coming  year,  as 
the  change  from  nine  to  eight  grades  is  bound  to  call  for  consid¬ 
erable  readjustment  of  program  and  courses  of  study. 

Our  Christmas  problems  this  year  were  cards  in  grades  five, 
six  and  nine.  These  were  decorated  with  designs  and  printing  of 
holiday  significance.  In  grades  seven  and  eight  problems  in  ap¬ 
plied  design  were  carried  out,  the  former  using  a  snow  crystal 
as  its  motif  and  applying  it  to  a  paper  shopping  bag;  the  latter 
applying  the  design  adapted  from  a  flower  study  to  wooden  boxes. 
This  problem  was  put  in  especially  for  the  boys.  It  was  to  corre¬ 
late  with  their  manual  training  and  supply  them  with  a  suitable 
design  for  the  top  of  boxes  they  were  making  in  the  shop. 

There  is  a  feeling  of  anxiety  among  the  thinking  men  and 
women  of  our  country  that  if  we  do  not  at  this  time  lay  our  plans 
correctly,  we  shall  fail  to  hold  the  place  which  may  be  ours,  if  we 
will,  in  the  manufacture,  commerce  and  business  of  the  world. 
Quantity,  mediocre  production,  seems  to  be  at  present  our*  na¬ 
tional  tendency.  Unless  we  spend  more  time  on  quality  of  de¬ 
sign  and  workmanship,  we  may  find  ourselves  a  second-rate 
nation. 

Massachusetts  seems  to  be  keenly  awake  to  the  situation  and 
is  among  the  first  states  to  set  forth  a  plan.  It  is  more  Art  Ed¬ 
ucation  in  our  public  schools — art  education  which  has  as  its  aim 
high  though  practical  ideals  that  will  develop  taste  and  appreci¬ 
ation.  The  children  in  our  public  schools  now  are  the  men  and 
women  who  will  “carry  on”  tomorrow,  and  they  must  be  properly 
equipped  to  control  their  lives  and  the  life  of  the  Nation.  It  is 
only  through  quality  work  in  our  industries  that  we  shall  win  and 
hold  our  proper  place. 

If  we  teachers  are  to  respond  to  the  call  of  our  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Education  and  increase  and  intensify  our  art  teaching, 
we  should  have  for  our  use  such  excellent  examples  of  fine  pic¬ 
tures,  sculpture,  textiles,  tapestries,  ceramics,  furniture,  archi¬ 
tecture,  and  in  fact,  everything  in  this  life  of  ours  that  may  be 
used  as  a  standard  upon  which  to  base  the  child’s  ideals.  We 
here  in  Weymouth  hope  to  do  some  of  this  by  means  of  carefully 
selected  lantern  slides.  These  will  be  used  as  part  of  a  very  defi¬ 
nite  plan  for  study.  Also,  we  hope  from  time  to  time  to  have 


speakers  on  special  subjects  who  can  give  our  teachers  added 
knowledge  to  assist  them  in  their  none-too-easy  task  of  carrying 
out  this  very  necessary  program. 

So  this  is  our  New  Year’s  policy,  and  we  ask  the  earnest  co¬ 
operation  of  all  to  make  it  effective. 

MANUAL  TRAINING 

(Report  of  Miss  Alice  L.  Tucker,  Supervisor  of  Manual  Training) 

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  work  done  in  the  Manual 
Training  Department  during  the  past  school  year. 

The  boys  in  the  seventh  grades  were  taught  to  read  and  make 
simple  working  drawings,  also  to  use  the  common  tools  stich  as 
the  rule,  try  square,  marking  gauge,  Jack  plane,  block  plane,  rip, 
crosscut,  back  and  turning  saws,  augur  and  drill  bits,  hammer,  nail 
set,  screwdriver,  file,  spokeshave,  compass  and  chisel.  They 
made  hat  racks,  bread  boards,  broom  holders,  dish  drainers  or 
plant  stands,  door  stops,  marble  boards  and  pencil  stands.  In 
the  eighth  grade  more  accuracy  and  speed  were  required.  Some 
new  tools  and  many  new  exercises  were  introduced.  Tie  racks, 
spool  holders,  blotters,  sleeve  boards,  various  kinds  of  boxes  and 
bird  houses,  a  “kiddie  kart”  and  a  sewing  screen  were  made.  The 
ninth  grade  had  lessons  in  joinery  including  half  lap,  miter,  dowel, 
dado,  butt  and  glue  joints,  as  well  as  the  sharpening  of  tools. 
Kitchen  racks,  tabourets,  picture  frames,  library  tables,  tele¬ 
phone  stands  and  stools,  costumers,  magazine  racks  and  dolls’ 
dressers  were  among  the  articles  finished. 

In  all  classes  the  aim  has  been  to  develop  patience,  persis¬ 
tence  and  accuracy,  as  well  as  clear’  logical  thinking. 

MUSIC1 

(Report  of  Mr.  James  W.  Calderwood,  Supervisor  of  Music) 

For  results  in  music,  this'  is  the  most  satisfactory  year  I  have 
had  since  taking  charge  of  this  department  in  the  public  schools 
of  Weymouth.  The  spirit  of  song  is  very  noticeable  among  the 
pupils.  They  take  hold  of  the  songs  and  exercises  as  if  they  en¬ 
joyed  them  and  as/  if  they  really  knew  something  of  the  essentials 
of  music.  The  boys  sing  in  some  rooms  better  than  the  girls.  It 
is  a  joy  to  be  in  contact  with  this  younger  generation  and  to 
feel  that  sincere  efforts  to  raise  in  them  an  interest  in  music  are 
bearing  fruit.  May  it  be  much;  and,  again,  may  it  be  increasingly 
more  and  more. 

I  am  constantly  impressed  with  the  decided  musical  ability 
that  is  evinced  by  many  a  boy  and  girl  in  our  schools.  Would 
that  all  this  talent  were  being  developed.  Every  neighborhood  in 
town  should  be  resonant  with  the  efforts,  more  or  less  euphonious, 
of  youngsters’  practicing  upon  one  or  other  of  the  musical  instru¬ 
ments,  not  only  the  piano,  violin  and  cornet,  but  also  the  flute, 
clarinet,  oboe,  cello  and  the  rest  of  the  worthy  instruments. 
There  are  voices,  too,  that  must  be  heard  beyond  the  town’s  limits 
at'  no  very  distant  day. 

A  word  for  the  teachers,  and  one  of  grateful  appreciation, 
too.  No  more  loyal  support  could  be  given  a  special  teacher 
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than  is  given  by  them  to  the  Supervisor  of  Music  in  the  Wey¬ 
mouth  schools,  and  intelligent  support  it  is. 

The  conditions  attendant  upon  the  construction  of  the  new 
addition  to  the  High  School  building  this  year  have  afforded  little 
opportunity  for  ensemble  singing  and  orchestral  practice  in  that 
edifice.  By  spring,  in  all  probability,  these  conditions  will  be 
more  propitious,  so  that  these  important  parts  of  music  in  the 
schools  may  be  resumed. 

SCHOOL  GARDENS 

(Report  of  Miss  Sarah  E.  Brassill,  Supervisor  of  School  Gardens) 

The  report  of  gardening  and  allied  activities  for  1923  is  as 
follows:  , 

The  course  of  study  tried  out  one  year  ago  has  been  followed 
again  this  year.  In  adapting  this  course  to  the  needs  and  inter¬ 
ests  of  the  pupils  the  material  used  for  certain  lessons  has  varied. 
It  has  been  found  possible  to  teach  the  same  fundamental  facts 
and  principles  by  growing  flowers  as  by  growing  vegetables. 
Therefore,  ornamental  gardening  has  replaced  market  gardening 
in  part.  Lessons  have  been  given  in  the  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth 
grades.  Pupils  who  were  interested  have  continued  as  voluntary 
workers  after  entering  the  High  School,  and  while  taking  up 
there  other  courses  thap  agriculture.  On  account  of  weather 
conditions  the  yield  from  our  small  gardens  has  not  been  satis¬ 
factory.  Crops  have  ripened  too  soon  or  too  late  for  the  best 
showing  during  the  week  of  the  Weymouth  Fair.  We  think  of  the 
exhibit  there  as  our  test  of  the  season’s  work.  This  year  we  were 
helped  by  the  members  of  the  Agricultural  Course.  Much  that 
would  have  been  accepted  from  younger  pupils  a  few  years  ago  as 
“very  good  for  children’s  work”  was  not  accepted  or  even  offered 
for  exhibition.  The  children  are  themselves  better  judges  of 
vegetables.  This  results  in  a  display  that  makes  up  in  quality  for 
any  lack  of  quantity. 

During  the  summer  John  Jennings  spent  one  week  in  camp 
at  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College  in  Amherst  as  the 
State  Champion  in  gardening.  This  is  the  second  time  a  Wey¬ 
mouth  boy  has  been  so  honored.  Adrian  Barnes,  now  a  student 
at  the  college,  was  at  one  time  a  State  Champion. 

Besides  exhibiting  at  the  Weymouth  Fair,  Weymouth  pupils 
stood  first  and  second  in.  the  junior  exhibit  of  garden  products 
at  Brockton,  and  Weymouth  was  represented  on  the  County  Team 
that  ranked  second  in  the  vegetable  judging  contest  at  the  New 
England  State  Farm  at  Worcester. 

Interest  in  poultry  is  growing.  There  are  poultry  clubs  in 
all  parts  of  the  town,  including  in  their  membership  several  High 
School  boys.  Forty-one  boys  and  two  girls  are  enrolled.  The 
work  is  outlined  by  the  Extension  Service  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture.  The  students  are  required  to  learn  and  practice 
the  best  known  methods  of  caring  for  their  birds.  No  radical 
changes  in  housing  or  methods  are  required,  but  a  steady  change 
for  the  better  is  expected.  At  the  Boston  Poultry  Show,  held  the 
first  week  of  1923,  the  boys  who  exhibited  ranked  high.  Five 
boys  showed  birds  at  the  Eastern  States  Fair  at  Springfield  and 
were  guests  of  the  Fair  Association  on  the  day  that  prizes  were 
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announced.  One  boy  was  on  the  judging  team  there  and  two 
boys  were  on  the  Norfolk  County  Judging  Team  that  ranked  first 
at  Worcester.  Charles  Blanchard’s  brown  leghorns  were  used  in 
the  junior  educational  display  at  Brockton  and  several  boys  com¬ 
peted  at  Weymouth.  Seventeen  members  have  made  entries  at 
the  Boston  Poultry  Show  this  year  with  thirty-two  exhibits.  (At 
the  time  of  writing  awards  have  been  made.  Fourteen  boys 
placed  their  birds  and  twenty-seven  ribbons  have  been  received 
together  with  regular  and  special  prizes.)  Carl  Garey  is  County 
Champion  in  Poultry  Club  Work.  Harold  Allen,  Leon  Bennett 
and  Carl  Garey  rank  well  in  judging  contests. 

There  are  five  boys  who  are  learning  to  grow  small  fruits. 
Their  first  crops  are  due  in  1924. 

The  Home  Making  side  of  the  work  includes  canning,  bread 
making  and  garment  making.  The  success  in  garment  making 
must  be  credited  to  the  teaching  in  sewing  which  preceded  mem¬ 
bership  in  a  club.  The  clubs  do  not  teach  sewing.  They  apply 
what  the  members  have  learned  under  the  sewing  teachers  to  the 
making  of  certain  required  garments. 

Bread  making  is  growing  in  popularity.  There  are  now  fifty- 
seven  members  of  the  bread  making  clubs,  including  two  boys. 
The  membership  is  well  distributed  over  the  town.  Ruth  Starrett 
won  two  prizes  for  us  at  Brockton.  Others  have  been  given  high 
per  cents  when  their  bread  was  judged  by  the  County  Leader  of 
this  work. 

Canning  has  always  attracted  the  young  people.  We  have 
this  year  the  County  Championship  for  the  second  time  in  succes¬ 
sion  and  the  fourth  time  since  the  work  started.  Phyllis  Price 
follows  Frances  Pratt,  the  1922  champion.  At  the  Fair  Phyllis 
Price  took  the  blue  ribbon  given  by  the  State  for  the  best  work 
shown.  At  the  Braintree  Grange  Fair,  Ruth  Cushing,  daughter 
of  a  member  and  so  eligible  to  show  her  work,  received  the  State 
ribbon  in  competition  with  grown-up  exhibitors.  At  Brockton 
Elinor  Menchin  ranked  first  in  the  canning  judging  contest.  All 
this  work  is  judged  and  scored  by  official  judges  under  the  aus¬ 
pices  of  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College.  Young  people 
who  have  been  in  the  work  four  or  more  years  are  now  assuming 
the  leadership  of  beginners  and  others  are  earning  pin  money  or 
more  as  a  result  of  skill  acquired. 

Except  for  class-room  lessons  in  gardening  this  work  is  vol¬ 
untary  and  optional.  Besides  the  task  of  guiding  club  meetings, 
held  out  of  school  hours,  supervision  must  be  given  individually. 
This  is  at  once  an  opportunity  and  a  difficulty.  Individual  atten¬ 
tion  takes  time.  The  results  justify  the  effort,  but  time  available 
is  limited.  When  this  work  was  introduced  some  years  ago  five 
hundred  hours  of  teaching  was  assumed  to  be  the  amount  called 
for.  Year  by  year  other  interests  than  gardening  have  been  in¬ 
troduced  and  accepted  by  the  town.  The  work  is  continuous 
throughout  the  year  and  the  amount  has  increased  four  fold.  Co¬ 
operation  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  and  parents  makes  it  possible 
to  reach  our  results.  There  is  a  satisfaction  in  every  success 
achieved  by  a  Weymouth  boy  or  girl  which  in  itself  keeps  us  from 
abandoning  any  project  once  undertaken,  especially  if  such  proj¬ 
ect  meets  the  needs  of  a  group  of  young  people.  Also,  quantity 
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and  variety,  apart,  there  is  a  certain  level  of  work  which  we  must 
parallel  in  this  department. 


SCHOOL  NURSE

(Report  of  Miss  Anna  A.  MacDavitt,  R.  N.,  School  Nurse) 


During  the  fall  and  winter  of  1923  the  work  called  for  a 
number  of  home  visits.  Sixty-one  homes  were  visited  for  various 
reasons.  Children  from  six  families  were  in  such  needy  circum¬ 
stances  that  it  was  found  advisable  to  visit  them  on  an  average 
of  once  a  week.  Shoes,  rubbers,  warm  clothing  and  food  were 
provided  in  order  to  keep  these  children  in  school.  Three  of 
these  families  have  moved  out  of  town  and  of  the  remaining  ones, 
two  still  need  attention. 

Five  cases  of  scabies  were  referred  to  the  school  physicians 
and  the  children  excluded  from  the  schools.  Eleven  children  were 
treated  at  school  for  impetigo  and  three  excluded.  There  were 
twenty-nine  cases  of  pediculosis.  These  cases  were  followed  up 
from  week  to  week  and  instructions  given  to  the  mothers  as  to 
proper  care. 

Seventy-two  children  were  examined  by  the  school  physi¬ 
cians  for  enlarged  or  diseased  tonsils,  adenoids  or  other  physical 
defects.  Sixty-seven  were  advised  to  see  their  own  physicians.

Home  visits  are  made  after  school  hours. 


Elm  Farm  Company  supplies  four  of  our  schools  with  milk, 
which  is  sold  to  the  children  during  recess.  In  one  school  cocoa 
and  milk  are  sold  during  the  lunch  hour.  Milk  is  provided  for 
under-nourished  children,  when  necessary. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  North  Weymouth  Welfare  Association 
for  caring  for  the  under-nourished  children  in  their  district.  We 
appreciate  also,  the  generous  gift  of  scales  presented  by  the  Old 
Colony  Club  to  the  Nevin,  Pratt  and  Shaw  Schools. 

Certificates  were  given  to  fourteen  of  the  class  in  Home  Hy¬ 
giene  and  Care  of  the  Sick  at  the  High  School. 

The  Schick  Test  is  to  be  given  in  the  near  future  by  the 
school  physicians  as  a  means  of  establishing  immunity  from  diph¬ 
theria.  Literature  explaining  the  Schick  Test  has  been  distrib¬ 
uted  among  the  children. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent  and  the  teachers  for  their 
splendid  support  during  the  year. 


SEWING 


(Report  of  Miss  Edith  M.  Picken,  Supervisor  of  Sewing) 

The  following  covers  the  work  of  the  sewing  department 
from  September  1923  to  January  1924. 
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The  use  and  care  of  sewing  equipment  was  first  taught  the 
seventh  grade  pupils  who  are  beginners  in  sewing.  They  then 
were  taught  the  fundamental  stitches:  basting,  hemming,  hand 
machine  stitch,  running,  overhanding  and  overcasting.  These 
stitches  were  used  in ‘making  a  linen  sewing  bag.  The  bags  were 
decorated  with  colored  applique.  Blanket  stitch,  outline  and 
cross  stitch  were  used  in  developing  the  applique.  The  pupils 
who  finished  the  bag  in  the  given  time  made,  as  a  Christmas 
problem,  crochet  bags  of  silk  ribbon.  Feather  stitch  was  used  as 
decoration  on  these  bags.  They  are  now  making  gingham  aprons 
which  involve,  as  a  new  problem,  the  putting  on  of  a  band. 

The  eighth  grade,  as  a  final  review  of  all  the  hand  sewing 
stitches,  made  a  dimity  apron.  This  apron  included  as  new  steps 
the  French  seam  and  putting  on  of  lace.  Their  Christmas  prob¬ 
lem  was  a  double  cretonne  holder  or  a  burlap  bag  decorated  with 
worsted  embroidery  and  lined  with  a  contrasting  color.  This 
problem  included  choosing  an  appropiate  design  and  color  com¬ 
bination.  This  grade  is  now  learning  the  use  of  the  sewing 
machine. 

For  their  first  problem  the  ninth  grade  made  a  cotton  chemise. 
This  was  mainly  a  stitching  problem,  although  the  hand  sewing 
stitches  were  reviewed  in  its  development.  The  use  of  a  pattern, 
French  hem  and  putting  on  a  hamburg  ruffle  were  the  new  steps 
taught.  This  grade  made  a  cretonne  apron  bound  with  colored 
bias  for  their  Christmas  problem.  This  was  an  excellent  stitching 
problem  and  furnished  opportunity  for  teaching  and  applying 
the  buttonhole.  Their  new  problem  is  a  plain  outside  skirt  of 
eponge,  ratine  or  some  other  washable  material.  Since  this  grade 
will  spend  the  remainder  of  the  school  year  in  making  outside  gar¬ 
ments,  the  planning  and  buying  of  materials,  use  of  patterns,  de¬ 
signing  and  fitting  of  garments  and  fundamental  study  of  textiles 
will  be  included  with  their  sewing  lessons.

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REPORT]  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  FOR  BUILDING  THE 
ADDITION  TO  THE  WEYMONTH  HIGH  SCHOOL 
To  the  Citizens  of  Weymouth: — 

Uuder  authority  of  the  vote  passed  at  the1  annual  town  meet¬ 
ing,  March  6,  1922,  the  undersigned  were  constituted  a  committee 
to  secure;  plans  and  estimates  for  an  addition  to  the  High  School, 
or  for  an  additional  High  School  building,  and  a  sum  of  one  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  appropriated  for  such  purpose. 

Your  committee,  without  incurring  any  obligations  thereby, 
consulted  with  several  architects  and  also  made  visits  to  other 
High  Schools  where  situations  similar  to  ours  had  arisen. 

The  problem,,  as  the  committee  saw  it  and  as  it  was  presented 
to  the  architects  consulted,  was  to  provide  the  old  High  School 
with  such  alterations  and  enlargements  that  a  school  numbering 
eight  hundred  pupils  could  be  readily  accommodated,  and  if  need 
be,  without  great  inconvenience  a  number  considerably  in  excess 
of  eight  hundred. 

After  careful  study  had  been  made  of  the  various  plans  and 
suggestions  submitted,  those  offered  by  Mr.  Howard  B.  S.  Prescott, 
of  Boston,  seemed  under  all  considerations  and  conditions  most 
suitable  for  adoption.  A  careful  estimate  of  costs  was  also  made. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  did  report  its  findings  to  a  special 
town  meeting  called  for  February  5,  1923,  and  adjourned  to  Feb¬ 
ruary  12,  1923.  At  both  these  meetings  detailed  plans  for  the 
alterations  and  enlargements  were  on  view,  subject  to  criticism  and 
inquiry,  and  your  committed  at  that  time  was  prepared  with  care¬ 
ful  estimates  of  the  probable  cost  of  the  whole  and  of  the  various 
details  thereof.  < 

The  town  meeting  thereupon  voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
three  hundred  thousand  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  such  alterations 
and  enlargements  and  the  equipment  of  the  same,  and  the  com¬ 
mittee  in  charge  of  preparing  plans  and  estimates  was  by  vote 
continued  as  the  building  committee. 

Bids  were  thereupon  invited  from  a  limited  number  of  con¬ 
tractors  for  the  general  construction,  and  later  for  heating, 
plumbing  and  electric  lighting,  and  in  all  these  cases  the  lowest 
bids,  and  in  some  instances,  other  than  the  lowest  bids,  were 
within  the  original  estimates  made  by  your  committee  prior  to  the 
making  of  the  appropriation. 

For  the  general  contract,  bids  for  which  were  opened  Febru¬ 
ary  27,  1923,  the  following  firms  submitted  figures:

After  some  changes  had  been  made  in  the  specifications,  none 
of  which  in  any  way  impaired  the  building,  on  March  2nd  a  con¬ 
tract  with  the  John  F.  Griffin  Co.,  at  the  sum  of  $196,000.00  was 
authorized  by  vote  of  the  committee,  and  the  same  was  thereafter 
duly  executed. 

On  March  14th  bids  for  heating  and  ventilating  were  opened 
as  follows:

The  latter  two  bids  were  upon  practically  the  same  specifica¬ 
tions,  and  the  figures  submitted  by  H.  P.  &  E.  S.  Stubbs  warranted 
the  committee  in  securing  from  them  a  revised  bid  which  would 
contain  certain  improvements  desirable  to  have.  These  revisions 
being  made,  it  was  voted  on  March  16th  to  award  the  heating  con¬ 
tract  to  H.  P.  &  E^  S.  Stubbs,  at  $36,700  00,  allowing  for  the  im¬ 
provements  desired. 

On  March  27th  bids  for  plumbing  made  on  uniform  specifica¬ 
tions  were  opened  as  follows:

No  immediate  award  was  made  on  the  plumbing  bids,  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  on  March  26th  suit  had  been  brought  in  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  attacking  the  validity  of  the  action  of  the 
town  meeting  authorizing  the  appropriation  and  the  work,  but 
later  a  contract  was  executed  with  Thomas  J.  Murphy  &  Co.  in 
the  sum  of  $9,988.00. 

In  June,  after  receiving  estimates  from  several  concerns,  a 
contract  was  made  with  P.  F.  Landrey,  of  Weymouth,  for  the  elec¬ 
tric  wiring,  at  $5,200.00,  this  being  the  lowest;  definite  figure 
possible  to  obtain.  There  has  been  some  electrical  work  done 
which  was  not  originally  provided  for.  * 

Ground  was  broken  for  the  new  addition  in  the  middle  of 
March  and  rapid  progress  was  expected  to  continue.  The  litiga¬ 
tion  which  shortly  ensued,  although  no  injunction  or  restraining 
order  was  ever  issued,  did  create  such  uncertainty  in  the  minds  of 
the  contractors  that  work  was  slowed  up  and  contracts  for  materi¬ 
als  were  delayed,  which  later  had  to  be  made  at  increased  prices. 
Upon  termination  of  the  suit,  the  contractors,  marking  time  before, 
felt  free  to  go  ahead  with  energy,  and  at  the  close  of  school  in 
June  took  immediate  possession  of  the  old  building  in  order  to 
make  the  alterations  required  therein.  Upon  the  opening  of 
school  in  September  the  work  in  the  old  building  was  so  nearly 
completed  that  the  new  rooms  which  had  been  made  were  used, 
and  in  a  short  time  certain  rooms  in  the  adjoining  wing  were 
usable. 

At  the  present  time,  January,  the  addition  to  the  High  School 
is  nearing  completion,  and  the  whole  may  be  ready  for  use  and 
occupancy  on  or  before  April  1st.  It  is  desirable  that  a  complete 
description  of  the  building  be  reserved  for  a  subsequent  report  of 
your  committee.

The  library  is  for  the  use  of  all  residents  of  Weymouth. 
Temporary  residents  are  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  as 
permanent  residents. 

The  library  is  open  every  day  excepting  Sundays,  Legal  Holi¬ 
days,  and  June  17th. 

Library  Hours:  2  to  8  p.  m.  daily,  except  Wednesday, 

2  to  5  p.  m.,  and  Saturday,  2  to  9  p.  m. 

Summer  Hours:  July  and  August,  2  to  6  p.  m. ;  Wed¬ 
nesday  and  Saturday  as  above. 

North  Weymouth  Branch  Hours:  Monday  and  Thurs- 
v.  day,  2  to  5  p.  m. ;  7  to  8  p.  m.:  Tuesday  and 

Friday,  5  to  8  p.  m.:  Saturday,  2  to  5  p.  m.;  7  to 
9  p.  m. 

*Deceased 
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Two  cards  are  issued  to  each  borrower  over  twelve  years  of 
age;  a  white  card  for  general  use  and  a  green  special  card  for 
non-fiction,  including  magazines  and  music  scores. 

A  white  card  is  given  to  any  child  under  twelve  years  of  age 
if  the  application  is  signed  by  parent  or  guardian. 

Teachers  and  students  are  given  cards  which  permit  the  tak¬ 
ing  of  ten  or  more  books,  other  than  adult  fiction,  for  twenty- 
eight  days. 

The  vacation  privilege  allows  a  borrower  to  take  several 
books,  not  recent  publications,  for  an  extended  time. 

All  books  from  the  circulating  department,  even  the  new 
fiction,  may  be  kept  fourteen  days.  Recent  numbers  of  mag¬ 
azines  are  limited  to  seven  days  with  no  renewal. 

A  book  cannot  be  transferred  from  one  card  to  another,  but 
may  be  renewed,  at  the  library,  by  mail,  or  by  telephone,  unless 
stamped  “This  hook  cannot  he  renewed .”  The  shelf  number  or 
title  of  the  book  and  the  borrower’s  name  should  be  stated  when 
the  request  for  renewal  is  made. 

A  fine  of  two  cents  a  day  will  be  incurred  for  each  day’s  de¬ 
tention  of  a  book  after  it  is  due.  When  a  book  is  sent  for  by 
the  librarian  it  will  be  at  the  expense  of  the  borrower.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  TUFTS  LIBRARY 

The  forty-fifth  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Tufts  Library  is  respectfully  submitted  as  follows: 

The  most  important  improvement  in  the  library  equipment, 
in  the  year  1923,  was  the  installing  of  a  new  lighting  system  in 
the  Stack  Room  where  the  old  arrangement  made  the  consulting 
of  books  very  difficult,  particularly  in  the  evening. 

The  woodwork  on  the  outside  of  the  building  was  painted 
and  other  minor  but  necessary  repairs  were  made.  The  redec¬ 
orating  of  the  interior,  for  which  arrangements  had  been  made, 
was  postponed  to  another,  year,'  because  of  the  difficulty  in  se¬ 
curing  a  decorator  to  do  the  work. 

The  room  in  the  Libary  Building,  occupied  for  several  years 
by  the  Post  Office  and  vacated  the  first  of  March,  was  put  in  order 
for  a  new  tenant  who  took  possession  the  latter  part  of  June. 

The  establishment  of  a  branch  at  East  Weymouth  was  under 
consideration  but  the  town  failed  to  make  the  necessary  appropri¬ 
ation  for  its  support,  therefore  the  plans  of  the  Trustees  could  not 
be  carried  out.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  the  year  1924  may  see 
a  branch  located  in  that  part  of  the  town.  With  this  accomp¬ 
lished,  and  the  North  Weymouth  Branch  already  well  established, 
the  next  extension  of  the  library  service  should  be  in  the  interest 
of  the  children.  In  order  that  our  children  may  be  given  the  ad¬ 
vantages  which  other  progressive  libraries  are  providing,  our  lib¬ 
rary  needs  a  Children’s  Room  where  with  a  competent  leader  they 
may  be  instructed  in  their  choice  of  reading. 

The  Main  Library  was  open  302  days  and  the  North  Wey¬ 
mouth  Branch  was  open  252  days;  63,245  volumes  were  circulated 
from  the  Main  Library  and  13,921  volumes  from  the  Branch, 
making  a  total  circulation  of  77,166,  or  117  volumes  more  than 
that  of  last  year. 

Apparently  the  interest  in  radio,  the  pleasant  weather  for 
the  automobilists  and  the  improved  industrial  conditions  have  left 
less  time  for  reading. 
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The  outside  of  the  library  building  was  decorated  in  recog¬ 
nition  of  the  Tercentenary  celebration  of  the  settlement  of  the 
town  of  Weymouth.  The  library  was  closed  on  the  afternoon  of 
the  sixteenth  of  June  during  the  special  exercises  and  the  parade. 

The  Library  was  also  closed  on  the  tenth  of  August  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  funeral  services  for  the  late  President  Harding. 

During  the  drive  for  books  for  men  in  the  American  Mer¬ 
chant  Marine,  one  hundred  and  fifteen  books  were  contributed  by 
members  of  the  Monday  Club  and  others. 

Children’s  Book  Week  was  observed  by  arranging  for  the 
children  a  collection  of  the  better  juvenile  books  which  included 
new  books  purchased  for  the  occasion. 

The  list  of  “100  Worth-while  Books  that  every  American 
between  the  ages  of  20  and  45  ought  to  read”  published  by  the 
Horton  Publishing  Company,  which  was  posted  in  the  passageway 
from  the  Reading  Room  to  the  Stack  Room,  awakened  much  in¬ 
terest  in  the  books  listed.  One  grammar  school  pupil  reported  to 
the  Librarian  that  she  had  “read  them  all.” 

The  American  Chemical  Society  announced  a  prize  essay 
contest  in  which  the  competitors  were  to  be  students  of  secondary 
and  high  schools  of  the  United  States,  the  essays  to  be  completed 
before  April  first,  1924.  The  five  books  on  which  the  essays  are 
to  be  based,  with  a  poster  and  pamphlet  explaining  the  rules 
governing  the  contest,  have  been  deposited  at  the  Library  by 
the  Chemical  Society  for  the  use  of  the  students  of  the  Wey¬ 
mouth  schools. 

The  Reference  Department  received  the  following  additions: 
A.  L.  A.  catalogue,  1912-1921;  Records  of  the  town  of  Braintree, 
1640  to  1793,  ed.  by  Samuel  A.  Bates;  Hoyt’s  new  cyclopedia  of 
practical  quotations;  Lippincott’s  gazetteer  of  the  world;  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Manual  for  the  use  of  the  General  Court,  1923-1924; 
Mudge,  New  guide  to  reference  books;  New  international  year 
book,  1922;  Statesman’s  year-book,  1923;  United  States  catalog 
supplement,  July,  1922-June,  1923;  Whitaker’s  almanack,  1923; 
Who’s  who,  1923;  World  almanac,  1923. 

The  pictures  from  the  Library  Art  Club  exhibited  in  the 
Reading  Room  during  the  year  represented  the  following  sub¬ 
jects:  Painter-etchers  from  Rembrandt  to  Whistler;  Pictures  in 
the  Art  Institute  of  Chicago;  The  Tower  of  London;  Merry 
animals,  by  Cecil  Aldin;  English  Cathedrals;  The  frosty  Cau¬ 
casus;  Desert  of  Sahara  and  its  neighbors;  Early  colonial  houses; 
The  island  of  Madeira;  The  Arnold  Arboretum. 

Of  the  periodicals  received  during  1923, the  subscriptions  for 
Arts  &  Decoration  and  for  Life  have  been  discontinued.  Publica¬ 
tion  of  the  Outing  was  suspended  with  the  May  issue.  The 
Illustrated  World  has  been  combined  with  the  Popular  Mechanics 
magazine.  The  list  of  periodicals  for  1924  is  given  in  Appendix 
C. 

The  outstanding  gift  of  the  year  was  a  legacy  of  one  thous¬ 
and  dollars,  the  bequest  of  Walter  G.  Forsyth,  late  of  Boston  and 
formerly  of  Weymouth,  “To  be  known  as  the  Francis  Flint 
Forsyth  Fund,  to  be  invested  and  kept  invested,  the  income  from 
the  same  to  be  used  from  time  to  time  for  the  purchase  of  books 
and  magazines  for  said  Library,  or  for  the  support  of  lectures 
for  said  Library.”  Many  of  the  older  residents  of  Weymouth  will 
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remember  the  donor  as  the  son  of  Francis  Flint  Forsaith  (For¬ 
syth)  who  was  for  many  years  a  prominent  physician  in  the  town. 

Mrs.  Mary  Fifield  King  added  to  the  Filield  Collection,  among 
other  relics,  a  framed  letter  of  Joshua  Bates  and  an  old  time 
aeolian  harp. 

Mr.  Leonard  V.  Tirrell  gave  to  the  library,  in  memory  of  his 
wife,  Lorett  A.  Tirrell,  a  set  of  Guizot’s  “A  Popular  History  of 
France”  in  six  volumes  and  three  volumes  of  “A  Popular  History 
of  England”  by  the  same  author. 

Mrs.  Harriet  T.  Comstock  presented  the  library  with  an 
autographed  copy  of  her  recent  book,  “The  Tenth  Woman.” 
The  Librarian  was  pleased  to  receive  a  book  of  this  popular  au¬ 
thor  to  add  to  the  Library’s  collection  of  autographed  books. 

A  copy  of  the  Records  of  the  Librarian  and  Treasurer  of 
the  Second  Social  Library,  Weymouth,  1823-1835  was  presented 
by  Mrs.  Lucy  H.  Godfrey.. 

Other  books,  pamphlets,  and  periodicals  were  received  from 
individuals  and  societies. 

The  gifts  of  the  year  also  included,  as  in  former  years,  an¬ 
nual  reports  and  bulletins  from  libraries  and  colleges,  and  publi¬ 
cations  from  the  Federal  and  State  governments. 

The  Trustees  take  this  opportunity  to  acknowledge  these 
gifts  and  to  thank  the  donors. 

The  Trustees  also  wish  co  express  their  appreciation  of  the 
kindness  of  Mr.  Rogers  who  displayed,  on  the  screen  at  the  Gem 
Theater,  slides  calling  attention  to  the  opportunities  which  the 
Librsrv  offers  to  the  people  and  inviting  them  to  visit  the  Library. 

The  Delivery  Room  was  brightened  during  the  summer  by 
frequent  donations  of  beautiful  dahlias,  presented  by  Mrs.  John 
S.  Lutton  of  Franklin  street. 

Under  the  direction  of  Miss  S.  E.  Brassill,  Supervisor  of 
School  Gardens,  the  pupils  of  the  Hunt  School  exhibited  at  the 
Library  a  collection  of  fall  flowers,  contributed  by  them  in  a 
competition  to  see  who  could  find  the  latest  blossom  of  the  season. 
To  each  flower  was  attached  a  card  giving  a  description  of  the 
flower  and,  in  some  instances,  a  story  or  legend  connected  with 
the  history  of  the  plant  which  made  the  collection  as  interesting 
to  older  visitors  to  the  Library  as  it  was  to  the  children. 

The  Trustees  received  with  regret  the  resignation  of  Miss 
Alice  Bates  Blanchard,  First  Assistant  Librarian  and  Cataloguer, 
tendered  in  December  of  1922  to  take  effect  the  first  of  January 
1923.  Miss  Blanchard  was  especially  qualified,  both  by  nature 
and  training,  for  the  position  which  she  so  acceptably  filled.  Be¬ 
cause  of  an  almost  life-long  connection  with  the  library,  she  gave 
to  the  work  a  whole  hearted  devotion  which  enhanced  the  value 
of  her  efficient  service. 

No  one  was  officially  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by 
this  resignation.  Miss  Phyllis  E.  Palmer,  Second  Assistant  Li¬ 
brarian  very  ably  continued  the  work  of  the  first  assistant  libra¬ 
rian.  Mrs.  Alice  L.  Senior  was  employed  as  desk  attendant  and 
also  rendered  valuable  service  in  other  departments. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1922,  the  North  Weymouth  Branch 
had  a  collection  of  1,755  books.  During  1923,  354  volumes  were 
added  making  a  total  of  2,109.  145  books  were  returned  to  the 

Main  Library  to  be  rebound  or  replaced  of  these  36  were 
burned  on  account  of  contagion,  leaving  1,964  as  the  total  number 
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of  books  at  the  Branch  December  31,  1923.  Cards  were  issued 
to  204  new  borrowers. 

During  the  year,  a  clock  and  a  book  truck  were  purchased  for 
the  Branch;  shades  were  placed  at  the  windows;  changes  were 
made  in  the  arrangement  of  the  stationary  lamps,  and  a  desk 
lamp  was  purchased  for  the.  Librarian’s  desk. 

Again  it  becomes  the  sad  duty  of  the  Trustees  to  report  the 
loss  of  two  of  their  number  by  death;  William  Henry  Cowing  who 
died  on  January  thirteen  had  been  a  member  of  the  Board,  by 
virtue  of  his  office  as  selectman  of  the  town,  since  1920.  Dr. 
Joseph  Chase,  Jr.,  who  died  on  August  23,  was  elected  to  office  in 
1917.  Both  Mr.  Cowing  and  Dr.  Chase  continued  to  manifest  a 
warm  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  Library  even  after  failing 
health  prevented  them  from  rendering  active  service. 

It  seems  fitting  to  pay  tribute  here  to  the  faithful  services  of 
Walter  J.  Sladen  and  Walter  W.  Pratt  who  for  more  than  twenty- 
five  years  had  charge  of  the  delivery  stations  at  Weymouth 
Heights  and  Lovell’s  Corner  respectively.  Mr.  Sladen  died  on 
the  third  of  August  and  Mr.  Pratt  on  December  twenty.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  ACCOUNTANT 

East  Weymouth,  Mass.,  Jan.l,  1924. 
To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Overseers  of  the  Poor: 
Gentlemeh  :- 


I  submit  herewith  the  -twenty-second  annual  report  of  the 
accounting  department  showing  the  financial  transactions  of  the 
several  town  departments. 

By  vote  of  the  town,  as  in  the  previous  year,  the  assessment 
levied  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Norfolk  County  Tuberculosis 
Hospital  was  paid  under  protest. 

A  thorough  audit  of  the  books  of  the  Tax  Collectors  show  the 
balances  uncollected  as  stated  in  their  several  reports  to  be  cor¬ 
rect.  All  cash  balances  have  been  regularly  verified  by  compar¬ 
ison  with  the  books  of  the  Weymouth  Trust  Company  and  have  al¬ 
ways  been  found  correct. 

The  last  outstanding  note  issued  on  account  of  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  Pratt  Schoolhouse  was  paid  in  1923  and  there  is  now 
a  sufficient  amount  in  the  James  Humphrey  Schoolhouse  Sinking- 
Fund  to  warrant  the  discontinuance  of  the  annual  appropriation. 

Additional  loans  made  during  the  year  of  $290,000  reduces 
the  borrowing  capacity  of  the  town  to  $101,116  as  of  December 
31,  1923.  The  bonds  for  the  High  School  Addition  and  the  New 
Town  Home  were  issued  as  of  July  1,  1923,  at  the  rate  of  4%  %. 
It  is  unfortunate  that  the  litigation  which  occasioned  a  delay  in 
the  issuance  of  the  High  School  Addition  bonds,  will  result  in  an 
additional  cost  to  the  town  of  thousands  of  dollars. 

The  books  of  the  department  are  open  to  the  inspection  of 
any  citizen  desiring  more  detailed  information  than  that  appear¬ 
ing  in  this  report.
